SOME ACCOUNT OF THE FOUNDATION AND EARLY 
HISTORY OF THE ROYAL SOCIETY. 

The " first ground and foundation, of the Royal Society " ia given 
by Waliis* as follows : — 

"About the year 1645, while I lived in London (at a time wken, by 
our civil wara, academical studies were mnch intermpted in both oni' 
Universities), beside the conversation of divers erninent divines, aa to 
matters theological, I had the opportunity nf being acquainted with 
divers worthy parsons, inquisitive iiito natural philosophy, and other 
parts of human learning ; and particularly of what hath been called 
the Neic Philosophy or Experimental Philosophy. We did by agree- 
ments, divers of ns, meet weekly in London on a certain day [and 
hour, under a certain penalty, and a weekly contribution for the 
charge of experiments, with certain rules agi'eed upon amongst UB],t 
to treat and discourse of such aSaira ; of which number were Dr. John 
Wilkins (afterwards Bislwp of Chester [then chaplain to the Prince 
Elector Palatine, in London]), Dr. Jonathan Ooddard, Br. Georgs Biit, 
Dr. Olisson, Br. Merret (Drs. in Phyaick), Mr. tiamuel Foster, then 
Professor of Astronomy at Gresham College, Mr. Tlieodore Haahl (a 
German of the Palatinate, and then, resident in London, who, I think, 
gave the first occasion, and first suggested those meetings), and many 
others. 

" These meetings we held sometimes at Bt. GoitdarcTs lodgings in 
Wood Street (or some convenient place near), on occasion of his keep-

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tt opei'ator in hia house for grindiug' glasses for telescopes and 
I microscopes ; aoraetimea at a convenient place [The Bull Head] in 
I CheapsiiSe, and [in term-time] at Greaham College [at Mr. Foster's 
I lecture (then Astronomer Professor there), and, after the lectui'e 
ended, repaii-eJ, Bometimes to llr. Foster's lodgioga, Bometimes to 
' Bonie other place not far distant]. 

'' Onr business was (preclnding matters of theology and state 
affairs) to discourse and consider of Philosophical Enquiries, and such 
as related thereunto : as Pkysick, Anatomy, Geometry, Astrotiomy, Navi- 
gation, Slaticks, MagneticJcs. Chymicks, Mechanieks, and natural Experi- 
ments ; with the state of these studies, as then cultivated at home and 
abroad. We then discoursed of the circulation of the blood, the valves 
in the veins, the renic lactece, the lymphatiok vessels, the Gopemiean 
hypothesis, the nature of comets and new stars, th« satellites of Jupiter, 
the oval shape (as it then appeared) of Saturn, the spots in the sun, and 
its tumiitg on its own axis, the inequalities and selenography of the Moon, 
the several phases of Venus and Mercury, the improvement of telescopes, 
and grinding of glasses for tJiat purpose, the weight of air, the possibility 
or impossibility of vaouities and Nature's abhorrence thereof, the Torri- 
cellian experiTnent in quicksilver, the descent of heavy bodies, and the 
degrees of acceleration thei'ein ; and divers other things of like nature. 
Some of which were then but new discoveries, and others not so 
generally tnown and embraced as now they are, with other things 
appertaining to what hath been called The New Philosophy, which 
from thfi times of Galileo at Florence, and Sir Franda Bacon {Lord 
Yendam) m England, hath been much cultivated in Italy, France, 
Germany, and otliev parts abroad, as well as with us in England. 

" About the year 1648, 1649, some of onr company being removed 
to Oifoi'd (Grst Dr. Wilkins, then I, and soon after Dr. Goddard) our 
company divided. Those in Londnn continued to meet there as before 
(and we with them, when we had occaMion to be there), and those of 
us at Oxford, with Br. Ward {since Bishop nf Salisbury), Br. Balph 
Bathurst (now President of Trinity College in Oxford), Br. Petty (since 
Sir William Petty), Br. Willis (then an eminent physician in Oxford), 
md divers others, continued such meetings in Oxford, and bi'ought 
.hese studies into fashion there ; meeting first at Dr. Petty's lodgings 
(in an apothecarie'a house), because of the convenience of inspecting 
drugs, and the like, as there was occasion ; and after hia remove to 
Ireland (though not so constantly) at the lodgings of Dr. Wilkin 
then Warden of Wadham College, and after hia removal to Trinity. 
College in Cambridge, at the lodgings of the Honourable Mr. Mobert 
Boyle, then resident for divers years in Oxford." 

:s to this private Society, meeting partly in London, partly at 
Oxford, that Boyle most probably refers when, in his letters to Mor 
Marcombes (October 22, 1646), to Fi'ancis Talleuts (February £ 
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1646-47), and to Samuel Hartlib (May 8, 1647), he speaks of "The 
Invisible College."* 

The Oxford Society became in 1651 the Philosopliical Society of 
Oxford, of which meetings continued to be held at irregular intervala 
until 1690 when they ceased. The London Society continned to 
meet until about the year 1658, " usually at Gresham College, at the 
Wednesday's and Thnraday'e lectures of Dr. Wren and Mr. Rook, 
where there joined with them sevei-al eminent persons of their com- 
mon acquaintance : The Lord Viscount Brouneker, the now Jjord 
Brereton, Sir PavX Neil, Mr. John Evelyn, Mr. Hetufhaw, Mr. SUngshy, 
Dr. Timothy GlarU, Dr. Ent, Mr. Ball, Mr. Hill, Dr. Grone, and 
diverse other gentlemen, whose inclinations lay the same way. This 
custom was observed once, if not twice, a week in term-time ; till 
they were scattered by the miserable distractions of thut fatal year ; 
til! the continuance of their meetings there might have made them 
run the hazard of the fate of Archimedes .- for then the place of their 
meeting was made a quarter for soldiBrs,"f 

In 1660 the meetings at Gresham College were revived, and on the 
28th November in that year the first Journal-book of the Society wai 
opened with the following entry :— ■ 

" Memorandum that Noverab. 28, 1660, These persona following, 
according to the usuall custom of moat o( them, mett together at 
Gresham Colledge to heare Mr. Wren's lecture, viz. The Lord 
Brouncker, Ml-. Boyle, Mr. Bruce, Sir Robert Moray, Sir Paal Neile, 
Dr. Wilkins, Dr. Goddard, Dr. Petty, Mr. Ball, Mr. Rooke, Mr. 
Wren, Mr. Hill. And after the lecture was ended, they did, accord- 
ing to the usual manner, withdrawe for mutnall converse. Where 
aniongst other mattet-s that were discoui'sed of, something was 
oilered about a designe of founding a Colledge for the promoting of 
Physieo-Mathematicall Experimentall Leai'ning. And because they 
had these frequent occasions of meeting with one another, it was 
proposed that some course might be thought of, to improve this meet- 
ing to a more regular way of debating things, and according to the 
manner in other countryes, where there were polnniary asaociatioua 
of men in academies, for the advancement of various parts of learn- 
ing, so they might doe something answerable here for the pronioting 
of experimentall philosophy. 

" In order to which, it was agreed that this Company would con- 
tinue their weekly meeting on Wednesday, at 3 of the clock in the 
tearme time, at Mr. Rooke's chamber at Gresham Colledge ; in the 
vacation, at Mr. Ball's chamber in the Temple. And towards the 
defraying of occaaionall expenses, every one should, at liia first ad-

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y downe ten shillings, and besides engage to pay one 
ahilling- weekly, whethei' present or absent, whilest he shall please to 
keep hia relation to this Company. At this Meeting Dr. Wilkina 
was appointed to the chaire, Mr. Ball to be Troaeurer, and Mr. Croone, 
thongh absent, was named for Register. 

" And to the end that they might the better be enabled to make a 
conjectiire of how many the elected number of this Society shonld 
consist, therefore it was desired that a list might be taken oE the 
names of sncli persona as were known to those present, whom they 
jadged willing and fit to joyne with them in their designe, who, if 
they shoald desire it, miglit be admitted before any other."*

On the following Wednesday, being the 5th December, a Meeting 
■was held, of which the following is recorded in the Journal-book : — 

" Sir Robert Moray brought in word from the court, that the 
King had been acquainted with the designe of this Meeting. And 
he did well approve of it, and would be ready to give encouragement 

" It was ordered that Mr. Wren he desired to prepare againat the 
nest m.eeting for the Pendulum Experiment. 

" That Ml'. Croone be desired to looke out for some discreet 
person skilled in short-hand writing, to be an amanuensis. 

" It was then agreed that the number he not increased, but by 
consent of the Society who have already subscribed their names: 
till snch time as the orders for the constitution be settled. 

" That any three or more of this company (whose occasions will 
permit them,) are desired to meete aa a Committee, at 3 of the 
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clock on Fiyday, to consnlt abopt snch orders in reference to tlie 
constitatioD, aa they shall think fitt to offer to the whole company, 
and so to adjonrne de die in diem.." 

Under the above date of the 5th Dec. 1660, the first page of the 
Jonrnai-book contains the following obligation : — 

" Wee whose names are underwritten, doe consent and agree that 
wee will meet together weekely (if not hindered by neceesiiry occa- 
sions), to consult and debate concerning the promoting of experi- 
nientftlt learning. And that each o£ ns will allowe one shilling 
weekely, towards the defraying of occasional! churgea. Provided 
that if any one or more of us shall tbinke fitt at any time to witb- 
drawe, he or they shall, after notice thereof given to the Company 
at a meeting, be freed from this obligation for the fntnre." 

To this ai'e attached the signatures of all those persons comprised 
in the Catalogue o£ names prepared at the meeting on the 28th of 
November, aa also of seventy-three others, who were subsequently 
elected into the Society, as may be seen in the Journal-book. 

On the 12th December another Meeting was held. The following 
is the entry in the Journal-book : — 

" It was referred to my Lord Brounckor, Sir Hobert Moray, Sir 
Paul Neil, Mr. Matthew "Wren, Dr. Goddard, and Mr. Christopher 
Wren, to consnlt about a convenient place for the weekly meeting of 
the Society. 

"It was then voted that no person shall be admitted into the 
Society without scrutiny, excepting only such aa are of the degree of 
Barons or above. 

'■ Sir Kenelme Digby, Mr. Austen, and Dr. Bates, were then by 
vote chosen into the Society. 

" That the stated number of this Society be five and fifty. That 
twenty-one of the stated number of thin Society be the quarv/m for 
Elections. 

" That any person of the degree of Baron or above may be ad- 
mitted as enpemnmerarya, if they shall dwire it, and will conforme 
themselves to such orders as are or abal! be established. 

" Whereas it was suggested at the Committee that the Colledge of 
Pbyaitians would aSord convenient accommodation for the meeting of 
this Society ; uppon supposition that it be graunted and accepted of, 
it was thought reasonable, that any of the I'Dllowea of the said Col- 
ledge, if they shall desire it, be likewise admitted as Snpernnmerai-ys, 
they submitting to the Lawes of the Society, both as to the pay at 
their admission, and the weekly allowance ; as likewise the particular 
works or tasks that may be allotted to them. 

" That the Pablick Professors of Mathematicka, Physick, and 
Naturall Philosophy, of both Universitys, have the same priviledge 
with the Colledge of Physitians, they paying as others at their 
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admiaeion, and contributing Iheir weekely allowance and aRsiwfanee, 
when thei]' occoBionB do pei'mitt thGm to be in London, 

" That the quorum of this Society be nine for all matteva excepting 
the BusiDtiBSG of Electioas. 



" Concerning the Manner of Blectiuiis. 

" That no man shall be elected the same day he is proposed. That 
at the leaKt twenty-one shall be present at each election. 

" That the Amannensis doe provide BCverall little acroles of paper 

an eqaall length and breadth, in number double to the Society 

One halfe of them shall be marked with a croese, and being 

roled np shall be lay'd in a heap on the table, the other halfe shall be 

irted with cyphers, and being roled up shall be lay'd in another 

lap. Every person coming in his order siiall take fi-om each heap a 

le, and throwe which he please pri vately into an urne, and the other 

into a bose. Then the Director, and two others of the Society, openly 

numbering the crossed roles in the urn, shall accordingly pronounce 

the election. 

" That if two-thirds of the present number do consent nppon any 
sorntiny, that election to bo good, and not otherwise. 

" Oiincerning the Oncers and Servants of the Society. 

" The standing Officers of this Society to be three, that is to say, a 
Presideat or Director, a Treasurer, and a Eegiater. The President to 
be chosen monthly. 

" Tbe TrcELsnrer to continue one yeare, as also the Register. 

" That there be likewise two seryanta belonging to this Society, an 

nanueusis, and an Operator. 

" That the TreaanrBr doe every quai-ter give in au acconnt of the 
Stock in liis hand, and all disbnrsenients made to the President or 
Director, and any three others to be appointed by the Society : who 
*uJfe to report it to the Society. 

" That any bill of charges brought in by the AmanuenBia and 
[■, and snbacribed by the President and Begister for any 
int made, and subscribed by the Curatora of the esperlment, 
or the major part of them, be a sufficient warrant to the Treasurer for 
the payment of that sum. 

" That the Begister provide three bookes, one for the atatntes and 

,raea of the Society, another for experiments and the result of 
debates : and a third for occasionall orders. 

" That the salary of the Amanuensia be 40i. per annum, and his 
pay for particniar business at the ordinaiy rate, either by the sheet 
otherwise, as the President and Register can beat agi'ce with him. 

" That the salary of the Operator be fonre pounds by the yeare, 
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and for any other service, aa the Curators who employ him shall 
judge reasonable, 

" That at every meeting, thi-ee or more of the Society be desired 
thai they would please to be reporters for that meeting, to aitt at 
table with the Register and take notes of all that shall be mate- 
rially oSered to the Society and debated in it, who together may 
form a report against the next meeting to be filed by the Begistei-. 

" When the ad mission- money comes to 20Z., then to stop." 

At a subsequent meeting, held December 19, 16G0, it was " ordered 
that the nest meeting ahonld be at Gresham CoUedge, and so from 
■weeks to weeke till further order," the suggestion that the Society 
sbould meet at tbo College of Physicians being given up. 

On the 6th Mai-ch, 1660-61, Sir Robert Moray (one of the Privy 
Council and of great influence with the King) was chosen President, 
and on April 10th was re-elected " for an other month." 

It would appear that some time previous to 16th October, I66I, 
the Society had petitioned Hia Majesty to incorporate them, for on 
that day "Sir Robert Moray acquainted the Society that liee and 
Sr. Paul Neilo kiss'd the King's hands in the Company's Name, and 
is inireated by them to retorn most humble thancka to His Majesty 
for the Reference he was pleased to gpaunt of their Petition : and 
to this favour and honour hee was pleased to offer of him selfe to 
bee entci'^d one of the Society." 

The Charter of Incorporation (see p. 19) passed the Great Seal on 
the 1.5th July, 1662. This is, theretoi-e, the date of the beginning of 
the Eiojal Society. The Charter was read before the Society on the 
13th August of the same year, and on the 29th the President, 
Connci], and Fellowa went to Whitehall and returned their thanks to 
Hia Majesty. 

The first Charter, however, did not give tbo Fellows all the privi- 
leges which they desired, and, representations having been made, a 
second Charter (see p. 44), supplying the desired privileges, and re- 
taining all the clauses of incorporation contained in the first Chai'ter, 
passed the Great Seal on the 22nd of April, 1663, and was read 
before the Society on the 13th May following. In 16(J9 a third 
Charter (see p. 73) was given, but this does little more than grant (o 
the Society lands in Chelsea (the Chelsea College), and while con- 
firming the powers given by the second Charter makes some slight 
changes. It ia practically the second Charter which ensures the 
Society its privileges, and by which the Society has since been, and 
continues to be, governed.

'J'lie Bocond Charter, confirmed on this point by the third, provides 


for )v Conncil of twenty-one (the President or his Deputy being 


always one), of whom ton are to be changed each year on St. Andrew's 


Day. The Bloction of the Conncil, the President, the Treasurer, and 


the two Seopetaries is plaoad in the hands of the President, Council, 
1 II 
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I and Fellows, &s is also the reception and admission o£ members. But, 
I otherwise, "the making oi laws, statutes, nnd ordinances, and the 
transaction of all inattera relating to raauagement of tlie Society and 
' its afFairs " is entrusted to the President and Coancil alone. Hence 
by the Charter, the Bye Laws, or Statntes, as they are called, by 
which the Society is govoraed, are made and changed by the Pi-esi- 
dent acd Council alone, the Fellows at large having no voice in the 
matter. At p. 100 will be found a Ifote on the Statutes, which givee 
a brief history of the saccesaive changes in the internal administra- 
tion by the President and Council from the foundation of the Society 
to recent times; it in unneeessary to repeat these here. 

Attention, however, may be called to the fact that, as is stated in 
that Note, the printing of the ' Philosophical Transactions,' which 
was begun in 1665, tlie lirst number iippearing on Monday, March 6, 
1664^5, was at first " the single act of the respective Secretaries " 
(being, in fact, iu the first instance a speculation on the part of 
Henry Oldenburg), thongh a certain supervision was exercised by the 
Pi'eaident and Council. This system was continued through 40 
volumes consisting of 496 numbers. With the 47th volume, published 
in 175;J (the publication in numbers was thenceforward discontinued) 
the publication was placed by new Statntes dii-ectly in the hands of 
the President and Council, a Committee of Papers being established. 
In addition to the ' Philosophical Transactions,' the Society, having 
powers by their Charter to appoint a printei' and engi'aver, pnblished 
■or sanctioned the publication of separate works on Natural Know- 
ledge. Among the worts which received their imprimatur are the

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As Las been shown above, the Society, at and before its incorpora- 
tioD, held its raeBtings at Grefiham College. After June 28, 1665, 
the meetings were for a while diacontiniied, on account of the plagne, 
and the soventh and eighth numbers of the ' Philosophical Trans- 
actions ' were printed at Oxford. On March 14, 1665-6, the meetings 
■were resumed at Greaham College, but in September of the same 
year the Great Fire in Loudou again intei-nipted them. The meetings 
due on September 5 and 12 were not held, and though the Society 
seems to have met on September 19 and some following weeks 
at Dr. Pope's lodging, or in other i-ooms in Gresham College, it left 
the College, which, on accQunt of the fire, was much occupied by 
merchants, and in January 9, 1666-7, met at Arundel House, in the 
Strand, originally the Bishop of Bath's Palace, at the site now occu- 
pied by Arundel and Norfolk Street ; here rooms had been placed at 
the disposal of the Society by Mr. Henry Howai'd. 

At Arundel House the meetings continued to be held regularly, 
with an interruption from May to October, 1667, caused by the 
arrest and detention in the Tower, on suspicion of treasonable prac- 
tices, of Henry Oldenburg, one of the secretaries, until Decem.ber, 
1673, when the Society once more returned to Gresham College, 
though for some little time the meetings appear to have been occa- 
sionally held at Arundel House. 

Tinder the presidency of Isaac Newton, an anxiety that the Society 
should possess a house of its own became rery marked, and in 1710 
a. house in Crane Court, in Fleet Street, having been purchased on 
borrowed mouey, the Society met there on November 8. 

Here they continued for the greater part of the century, indeed 
until November 30, 1780, when. Sir Joseph lianks being president, 
they took possession of rooms in Somei'set House, which had been 
placed at their disposal by the Government. 

The Society remained in Somerset House until 1857. In that year 
the apartments were required for GoverumcDt offices, and the Society 
was temporarily ti'ansfei'red to that part of Burlington House which 
ia now occupied by the offices of the Boyal Academy of Arts. The 
new wings and the gateway were subsequently added, and in 1873 
the Society took up its permanent quarters in the east wing, which 
it still occupies. 

The second Charter gave the President, Council, and Fellows the 
same right " to demand and receive the bodies of executed criminals, 
and to anatomize them as the College of Physicians, and the Company 
of Surgeons of London use or enjoy." On Jannary 20, 1663-4, at a 
meeting of the Council, "The general and particular Warrants to 
demand Bodies for dissection, drawn up by S' Anthony Morgan 
were read and approved." The original copy of this general Warrant, 
fligned by Lord Brouncker, is preserved in the Archives of the SocietT. 
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The privilege appears to have been exercised for a time with con- 
Biderable vigoar, Dr. Charleton being appointed, by a Repolution of 
April 20th in the same year, " to have the care of Dissecting Bodies 

ne year." But althongb there are several entries in the Conncil 
Minatea relating to Anatomical Experiments, and in June, 1668, 
Henry Howard, aftevwavds sixth Unke of Norfolk, gave the Society 

om in Arnndel Hnuse for tiiat purpose, no clear reference 
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to the privilege in question has been found later than the Minute 
of Angnst 29, 1666, when it was ordered " That an Amannenais 
ahoald make a Copy of the WaiTant for demanding a Body for dis- 
section, to be performed in Greshiim College by some of the Fellows 
of the Society at their own charges." Ultimateiy it fell wholly into 
abeyance. 

The eecond Charter also gi-anted the Society the use of arms, and 
iu August, 1663, Charles II presented the Society with the mace, 
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whicli ia atill ia their possession, the warrant for which is dated 
May 23, 1663.* 

After the Incorporation, the now Royal Society condacted its 
meetings very mach as they had been conducted while it was yet a 
private Society. What was the character of the meetings at tliat 
time may be learnt from the following record of the foni'th meeting 
after the one at which the charter was read, copied from the Journal- 

September IQtli, 1662. 

" MersennQB, hia account of the tenacity of cylindrical! bodies was 
read by Mr. Croone, to whome the prosecntion of that matter by con- 
Bulting Galilteo, was refei'red when the translation of that Italian 
treatise wherein he handleth of this subject shall bee printed. 

" It was order'd, that, at the next meeting Experimenta should 
bee made with wires of severall matters of ye same size, silver, 
copper, iron, &a., to see what weight will breake them ; the cunitor 
is Mr. Croone. 

" The reading of the french naaiinscript bronght in by Sr, Robert 
Moray about taking heights and distances by catoptricks was diffeiTed 
till the description of the instrument should come. 

"Dr. Goddard made an experiment conceming the force that 
pressetb the aire into lesae dimensions ; and it was found, that twelve 
ounces did contract -^rg part of Aire. The quantity of Air is wanting. 

" My Lord Brouncker was desired to send his Glass to Dr. Goddard, 
to make further experiments about the force of pressing aire into less 

" Dr, W'ren was put in mind to prosecute Mr. Rook'a observation.^ 
concerning the motions of the satellites of Jupiter. 

"Dr. Cbarleton read an Essay of his, concerning the velocity of 
Bounds, direct and reflexe, and was desired to prosecute this matter; 
and to bring his discourse again next day to bee enter'd. 

"Dr. Goddard made the Experiment to show how much aire a 
man's Inngs may hold, by sucking up water into a separating glasse 
after the lungs have been well emptied of Aire. Severall persons of 
the Society trying it, some sucked up in one suction about three 
pintes of water, oae six, another eight pintos and three quarters, &c. 
Here was obsei'ved the variety of whistles or tones, which ye water 
made at the severall bights, in falling out of the glasse again. 

" Mr. Evelyn's experiment was brought in of Animal engrafting, 
and in particular of making a Cock spur grow oa a Cock's head, 

" It was discoursed whether there bee any snch thing as sexes in

^H their hardnesse and softness, or in their medicall operations : some 
^H said that the difference which is in trees as to fertility or sterility 
^1 may be made by ingrafting. 

^1 " Mention was made by Sr. Rob, Moray of a French Gentleman

^P meeting of the Society, discoursed that the nature of al! trees was 
to run altogether to wood, which was changed by a certaine way of 
cutting them, whereby they were made against their nature to beare 
fi-uit, and that according as this cutting was done with more, or lesae, 
skill the more or less fruitfnll tbe tree would bee. 

" A proposition was offered by Sr. Robert Moray abont the planting 
if Timber in England and the preserTiug of what is now growing. 

"Mr. Boyle shew'd a Pappey in a certaine liqueur, wherein it had 
been preserved during all the hott months of the Summer, though 
in a broken and unsealed glasae. 

"Sir James Shaen proposed a Candidate hy Sr. Rob. Moray." 

It is evident that one most important featnre of a meeting was the 
performing of experiments before the members. In the warrant 
issued in 1663, ordering the mace to he made for the Royal Society, 
the Society is spoten of as " for the improving of Natui'al Knowledge 
by experiments," The experiment was performed for and by itself, 
and not merely, as now, in illustration of a " paper communicated." 
Papers were read then as now ; bnt the reading of such papers 
foi-med only a. part, and hy no means a great part, of the business of 
the meeting. Much time was spent in discuasing the bearings of 
such experimentB as were shown, and in devising other experiments 
to be shown at some suhsequent meeting, or in instituting investiga- 
tions to he carried' out in divers places and under various circum- 
stances. And fi-om the very first much of the energy^ of the Society 
was spent in foreif!;n correspondence, in giving information or advice 
npon inquiries reaching them, in seeking news, or in instigating 
researches in foreign places. The Letter-hooks of the Society contain 
very many letters between the Society and various learned bodi 
and individuals abroad ; the firat Letter-hook begins with one dated 
3'ind Joly, 1661 (that is, befoi'e the incorpoi-ation of the Society), 
and addressed by the then President, Sir Robei-t Moi'ay, 
Monsieur de Monmort, requesting the interchange of scientifii 
munications. Monsieur de Monmort appears to have been the patroi 
of science at whose house in Pai-is there assemhled that small body 
of savants who later, in 1666, were incorporated as the " Academie 
des Sciences, 
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The importauce of the experiments carried ont at the meetings is 
shown by the Society eai-ly availing itself of the power gi'anted to it 
by the Charter of " appointing two oi' more curators of experiments," 
and appointing to this office Robert Hooke, who had been the 
assistaut to Boyle, admitting him at the same time as a Fellow of 
tbe Society. 

He was elected Curator to the Society on January 11, 1664-65, 
"for perpetaity, with a aalary of £30 a year, fro tempore," apart- 
ments being assigned to liim for pesideoce. He held the appoint- 
ment concnrrently with the secretaryship, to which he was elected in 
167?. 

In 168i PaptD was chosen joint Curator with Hooke, and con- 
tinued so until 1687, when he became ProfesBor at Marburg. Both 
Hooke and Papin wei'e very active in providing experiments to be 
shown at the meetings. 

There appear to have been additional Curators for special depart- 
ments, besides the general Cnratorship of Robert Hooke. Thus, in 
November, 1667, Dr. Lomer was appointed " Curator in Anatomical 
Experiments." In April, 1672, Dr. Grew was appointed "to be a 
Collator to the Royal Society for thn Anatomy of Plants for a year, 
upon subscriptionB amounting to £50, to be made by such meniberB 
of the Society as shoald be willing to contribute thereto," and in 
December of that year the Council protniBed to " recommend him to 
the Society, to continue him anothei' year, if the subscribers would 
please t-o contiiiae fcheir contribution a.'' Whether he was actually 
continued does not appear. It will also be noticed that in the account 
of the meeting of September 10, 1662, given above, Mr. Croone is 
named as the Curator of a special series of experiments. 

On February 27, 1683-8-1, " Mr. Hally was desired to bring in 
experiments at the meetings of tho Society in the manner of a 
Cnratoi', and he nhould be considered for it as others had been. He 
was desired to proceed tirst upon magnetism, which he promised to 
doe." 

On May 27, 1685, Mr. Molt was " imployed in making tlie chymical 
operations," and in 1707 Dr. Douglas and Mr. Hawksbee were simi- 
larly employed to prepare experiments, and were paid for so doing, 
but do not appear to have borne the title of Curator. Dr. Desaguliers, 
however, seems to have borne the title. He was. elected a Fellow on 
Jnly 15, 1714, and was excused bis fees, on account of his usefolness 
in the Cnratorship. 

Some of the experiments were institut[!d at tbe instigation of 
Sing Charles II ; and in the early days the Society seems often to 
have prepared experiments at its meeting, hoping, but in many 
instances in vain, that the Sing would do them tbe hononr tu 
witness them. 
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In order to carry out (heir inquiries and investigations more 
efficiently, the Society not only appointed special committeea to 
make inquiries concerning and t-o report on particnlar questions, am, 
for instance, when Sir John Lawson desired that a Committee might 
be appointed ''to examine Mr. Greatrix's Diving-instrament, or to 
direct a good way for staying nnder water for a considerable time, 
to lay tbe tonndation of the mole ba, Tangier" (Council Minutes, 
Jannary 13, 1663), but also instituted permanent Committeoa, each 
to take charge of some special branch of Katui'al Knowledge. Thns, 
in tbe first year after the second Charter, on March 30th, 1664, 
the following eight Committees were appointed : — 

"1, Mechanical. To consider of aud improve all Mechanical 
Inventions. [69 names.] 

2. Astronomical and Optical. [15 names.] 

3. Anatomical. All the Physitiana o£ the Society, Mr. Boyle,

Digby, Mr. Charles Howard, Mr. Henshaw, Mr. Le Febnre, 
Sr. Robert Paston, All tbe Physitians of the Society.

As will be, seen from the Note on the Statutes, the time of the 
weekly meetings of tbe Society was fixed, at first in 1663, to be on 
Wednesday at 2 p.m., bnt the hour was soon, in July of tbe same year, 
changed to 3 p.m. In 1776 the time of tbe meeting is fi^ed as 
Thursday at 6 p.m., but between this and tbe above date were changes 
from Wednesday to Tlmrsday and back again, and from 3 i-.M. to 
4 P.M., and again to 6 p.m. Since 1710 tbe meetings have been on 
Thursdays, the hour being changed in 1780 from 6 to 8 r.ii., about 
1831 to 8.30 P.M., and in 1880 to 4 30 p.m.

which, by actual experiments attempt either to ahape ont 
a new philosophy or to perfect the old. In order, theri;- 
fore, that snch stadies, which have not hitherto been 
BafGcientlj brilliant in any part of the world, may shine 
t'oaspicnonsly amon^t oar people, and that nt length the 
whole world of letters may always recognise us not only 
as the Defender of the Faith, but also as the universnl 
lover and patron of every kind of truth : 

Know ye that we, of our special gi-ace and of onr 
certain knowledge sod mere motion, have ordained, estab- 
lished, granted, and declared, and by these pi-esents for 
us, our heirs, and successors do ordain, establish, grant, 
and declare, that from henceforth for ever there shall be a 
Society, consisting of a President, Council, and Fellows, 
which shall be called and named The Royal Society ; And 
for us, our heirs, and successors we do make, ordain, 
create, and constitute by these presents the same Society, 
by the name of The President, Council, and Fellows of 
the Royal Society, one body corporate and politic in fact, 
deed, and name, really and fully, and that by the same 
name they may have perpetual succoBsion ; and that they 
and their successors (whose studies are to be applied to 
further promoting by the authority of esperinientB the 
sciences of natural things and of useful arts), by the 
same name of The President, Council, and Fellows of the 
Royal Society aforesaid, may and shall be in all future 
times persons able and capable in law to have, acquire, 
receive, and possess lands and tenement-s, meadows, 
feedings, pastures, liberties, privileg^es, franchises, juris- 
dictions, and hereditaments whatsoever, to themselves 
and their successors in fee and perpetuity, or for term of 
life, lives, or years, or otherwise in whatsoever manner, 
and also goods and chattels, and all other things, of 
whatsoever kind, nature, sort, or quality they may be; 
and also to give, grant, demise, and assign the same 
lands, tenements, and hereditaments, goods and chattels, 
and to do and execute all acts and things necessary of and 
concerning the same, by the name aforesaid ; And that by 
the name of The President, Council, and Fellows of the 
Royal Society aforesaid they may henceforth for evei' be

SECOND CHARTEE, 

Granted bj the sarafc to tiie same, A.D. 1663. 

Charles the Second, by tbe grace of God King of 
England, Scotland, Prance, and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, &a., to all to whom these our Letters Patent shall 
come, greeting. 

• This Cliarter ie on tour skins of Tellmu ; and, like the firel, 
oontaius some verj One omsnicnted capilat letters. The Arms of tbe 
Societj, coloured, appear an tlie flrat skin. 
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We have long and fully resolved witli OuiNelf io 
extend not only the bonndarieB of the Empire, but also 
the very arts and sciences. Thei'cEore we look with 
favour upon all forms of learning, but with particular 
grace we encourage philosophical studies, especially those 
which by actual experiments attempt either to shape ont a 
new philosophy or to perfect the old. In order, tliei'efore, 
that such studicB, which have not hitherto been suffi- 
ciently brilliant in any part of the world, may shine 
conspicuously amongst our people, and that at length the 
whole world of letters may always recognise ns not only 
as the Defender of the Faith, bat also as the universal lover 
and patron of every kind of truth : 

Know ye that we, of our special grace and of our 
certain knowledge and mere motion, have ordained, 
estabhshed, and grajited, and by these presents for u8, our 
heirs, and Rnccessors do oi-dain, establish, and grant, that lnt'>i')wratlDa 
henceforth for ever there shall be a Society consisting of xJi'tnr;.'^" 
a President, Council, and Fellows, who shall bo called 
and named The President, Council, and Fellows of tbo 
Itoyal Society of London for promoting Natural Know- 
ledge (of which same Society wo by these pi'esenta declare 
Oarself Founder and Patron); And by these presents Ths King uinuai 
for us, oar heirs, and auccossora wo do make, ordain, create, t 
and constitute the same Society, by the nainc of The Presi- 
dent, Council, and Follows of the Royal Society of Loudon 
for promoting Natural Knowledge, one body corpoi-ato 
and politic, in fact, deed, and name, really and fully, and 
that by the same name they may lia?e perpetual succes- 
sion ; And that they and their successors (whose studies 
are to be applied to further promoting by the authority of 
experiments the sciences of natural things and of useful 
arts, to the glory of God the Creator, and the advantage 
of the human race), by the same name of The President, 
Council, and Fellows of the Royal Society of London for 
promoting Natural Knowledge, may and shall be in all 
future times persons able and capable in law to have, ( 
acquire, receive, and possess lands [and] tenements, mea- '^ 
dows, feedings, pastures, liberties, privileges, frauchises, 
jurisdictions, and hereditaments whatsoever to them and 
their successors in fee and perpetuity, or for term of

Council, and Fellows of the Royal Society of London 
for promoting Natural Knowledge aforesaid, they ra»y 
henceforth for over be able and have power to plead 
and be impleaded, to uiiHwer and he answered, to defend 
and he defended, in whatHoever Courts and plaoee, and 
before wliataocvcr Judges, Jnstices, ftnd other persona 
and ofRcerB of ns, our heirs, and snccesRors, in all and 
singular actions, both real and personal, pleas, suits, 
plaints, causes, matters, things, and demands whatsoever, 
of whatsoever kind, natnre, or sort they may or shall be, 
in the same manner and form as any of our lieges within 
this our Realm of England, being persons able and eapablp 
in law, or as any body corpomto or politic within thia onr 
Realm of Kngland, may he able and have power to have, 
acquire, receive, possess, give, and grant, lo plead and 
be impleaded, to answer and be answered, to defend or be 
defended; And that the same President, Conneil, and 
Fellows of the Royal Society afoi-esaid and their successorM 
foi ever may have a Common Seal, to servo for transact- 
ing all naiises and affairs whatsoever of them and their 
successors ; and that it may and shall be good and lawful 
to the same President, Council, and Fellows of the 
Royal Society aforesaid, and to their successors for the 
time being, to break, change, and make anew that Seal 
from time to time, as it shall seem most expedient to 

We give and grant moreover by these presents to the 
" President, Council, and Fellows of the Royal Society 
'' aforesaid, and to their sacceasors for ever, in testimony 
of our royal favonr towai'da them, and of our peculiar 
esteem for them, to the present and future ages, the^^e 
following blazons of honour, that is tf> say : in the canton 
dexter of a Shield argent three of onr English Lions, 
and for a Crest a helmet adorned with a crown chequered 
with floi«ts, which is snrmonnled by an eagle of natural 
oolour, holding with one foot a shield embla/.oncd with 
onr lions; Supporters of the shield, two keen-scented 
white hounds, the necks surrounded by ovowns (as is to 
be seen more clearly in the margin) ; to be borne, ex- 
hibited, and possessed for ever by the aforesaid Preside) 
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Couucil ajjd Fellows, aad tlieir successors, b.s oci^asion 
bhall serve.

Fellows of tho aforesaid Royal Society, and to their tora of Foi«)«n- 
successors for ever, that they and their successors, or any sijjjied by ihe" 
nine or more of them (of whom we will the Pi-esident nrput^iii'i£^ 
for the time being, or his Deputy, to be one), or the KT^S^drsOT 
major part of the aforesaid nine or more, may and shall snen i 
have from time to time full power and authority, by letters Muao 
or epistles under the hand of the aforesaid President or his 
Deputy, in the presence of the Council, or of any seven or 
more of them, and in the name of the Royal Society, to 
enjoy mutual intelligence and affairs ^\'ith all and all 
manner of sti'angera and foreigners, whether private or

cessora for ever, or to the President and Council of the ' 
Royal Society aforesaid, or the major part of them, fall i 
power and authority to erect, bnild, and construct, or to i 
make or cause to be erected, built, or constructed, within 
our City of London, or ten milea of the same, one or 
more College or Colleges, of whatsoever kind or quality,

- lor of oar Realm of England, by himself during his 
life, and, after bis death, then the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, the Chancellor or Keeper of the Great Seal of 
England, the Ti^asurer of England, the Keeper of the 
Privy Seal, the Bishop of London, and the two Principal 
Seci'etaries for the time being, or any four or more of 
them, to reconcile, compose, and adjust the same differ- 
ences and abuses. 

And farther we will, and by these presents for us, our 
heirs, and successors, firmly enjoining, do order and com- 
mand all and singular the Justices, Mayors, Aldermen, 
SheriSs, Bailiffs, Constables, and other officers, miiiisterB, 
and subjects whomsoever of us, our heirs, and successors, 
that they be from time to time aiding and assistant to 
the aforesaid President, Council, and Fellows of the Royal 
Society aforesaid, and to their successors for ever, in 
and by all things, according to the true intention of these 
our Letters Patent, 

Although express mention of the trne yearly value or 
of the cortainfy of the premises, or of any of them, 
or of other gifts or grants before these times made by 
us or by any of our progenitors or predecessors to the 
aforesaid President, Council, and Fellows of the Royal 
Society aforesaid, is not made in these presents; or 
any statute, act, ordinance, provision, proclamation, 
or restriction to the contrary thereof hei'etofore had, 
made, enacted, ordained, or provided, or any other 
thing, canse, or matter whatsoever, in any wise notwith- 
standing.

(Granting Chelsea College and further Privi- 
leges,) granted to the same by the same, 
A.D. 1669. 



Charles the Second, by the grace of God, King of 
England, Scotland, France, and Ireland, Defender of the 
Faith, (be., to all to whom these our Letters Patent shall 

Kuow ye that we, of oar special grace and of our 
certain knowledge and mere motion, have given and 
granted, and by these presents for us, our heirs, and 
«nccesBors do give and grant, in our beloved and trasty 
the President, Council, and Fellowa of the Royal Society 
of London for promoting Natural Knowledge, and to 
their snccessora for ever. All that piece of arable land

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Majestj'a Privy Council, may be propounded and put to the vote the 
aaiao day. And Sec. 3 of the same chaptev provides that " the name 
of every person propoonded as a Candidate, togelher with the name 
of the Fellow proposing, shall be entered in the Jonrnal-book ; " by 
which it appears that " propounding" by one Fellow was sufficient. 
A iftftn ^^^ 1*582, however, the following was proposed on AugUKt 2, 
and passed on Angnst 5 : — 

" The Statute for Election of Feliows having by long Experience 
been found insufficient for bringing ia persons qualifyed for the ends 
of the Institution of the Boyal Society, few balloting in the negative 
itnd presuming the person to be well known to the Member that Pro- 
puseth the Candidate, it ia thought requisite by the Councell to 
propose this Statute following,^ 

" Every person that would propose a Candidate shall first give in 
his name to some of the Conncell, that so in the next Conn cell it may 
bo discoursed viva voce whether the person is known to bo so qualified 
as in probability to be usefull to the Society. And if the Councell 
return no other Answer but that they desire further time to be 
acquainted with the gentleman proposed, the Proposer is to take that 
for an Answer. And if they are well assured that the Candidate may 
be nsefuJl to the Society then the Candidate shall be proposed at the 
next meeting of the Society and ballotted according to the Statute in 
that behalf, and shall immediately sign the usual Bond and pay his 
admission money upon his Admission." 

(Neither the Statutes of 1663, nor the Edition of 1752, make any 
mention of the "Bondfor the payment of the contribution;" the words 
fii'st occur in tlio Edition of 1776, but the actual Bonds preserved in 
the Archives of the Society date from January 1, 1674, ouwai'ds.) 
Aim :7aB ^'^ ^''^' •'^^'^'''■y *'■'' (1^^^ °''i s*?'^)' the following Statute 
■was pa-ssed, that of 1682 being apparently repealed :— 

" Every Person lo be Elected Fellow of the Society shall iirst at a 
Meeting of the Society be propounded as a candidate to be approved 
by the Council, and shall be recommended by three roembera, one of 
which at least shall be a member of the Conncil, and one of them shall 
at the same Time mention and specify the qualiBcation of the said 
Candidate. And aftei-wards such Person shall at another meeting of 
the Society (whereat there shall be a competent !Number fur making 
Elections) bo referred back from the Coanoil if approved, and shall then 
be propounded and put to the Vote for Election Saving and Excepting 
that it shall he free for every one of bis Majesties Subjects who is a 
Peer or the son of a Peer of Great Britain or Ireland, and for evei'y 
one of his Majesties Privy Council of either of the said kingdoms to 
be propounded by any single Person and to be put to the Vote for 
Election on the same Day, there being present a competent Number 
for making Electious." 
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This, however, was in tnm, very soon, viz,, in 1730, 
changecl to tlie following form, all mention of Conncil 
beinf;; omitted from the Statute : — 

" X. Every person to be elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, shall 
be proponiaded and recommended at a meeting of the Society by three 
or more Members i who shall then delivei' to one of the Secretaries tv 
paper, signed by themselves with their own names, specifying the 
name, addition, profession, occupation, and chief qnaliiicationB ; the 
inventions, discoveries, works, writings, or other productions of the 
candidate for Election; as also notifying the usnal place of his 
habitation. 

" A fair copy of which paper, with the date of the day when 
delivered, shall be fixed up in the common meeting room of the 
Society at ten several ordinary meetings, before the said candidato 
shall be put to the ballot : Saving and excepting, that it shall be free 
for every one of his Majesty's subjects, who is a Peer or tlie Son of a 
Peer of Great Britain or Ireland, and for every one of his Majesty's 
Privy council of either of the said Kingdoms, and for every foreign 
Prince or Anabasaador, to be propounded by any single person, and 
to be put to the ballot for Election on the same day, there being 
present a competent number for mating Elections." 

It appears in this foi-m in the Edition of 1753 as Sec. 10 of Cap, VI. 



The Admission of Felhws, 

Aim, 1798. Iru 1728, also on Januaiy 4th, the two following Statutes 
were enacted : — 

" II. Every Person who is a Foreigner and every one of his 
Majesties Subjects whose habitation or nsnal plfwie of residence is at 
more than forty miles distance from London, shall be and be deemed 
as a Fellow of the Society immediately after ho shall be Elected, and 
shall be registered in the Joamal Book of the Society as snch : 
Provided always, that no such person shall have liberty to Vote at 
any Election or meeting of the Society before he shall be qualified 
pETSnant to the Statutes. And if he shall neglect so to qualify him- 
self the first time he comes to London when he may be present at a 
meeting of the Society and can he admitted; his election shall be 
declared Void, and his Name shall lie cancelled in the Register. 

" III. No Person shall be Proposed, Elected, or Admitted a Fellow 
of the Society upon St. Andrew's Day or the Day of the Anniversary 
meeting for Electing the Council and Officers." 

These appear in the Edition of 1752 as Sees. 8 and 9 respectively 
of Cap. VL 

As far, then, as the election and admission of Fellows are concerned, 
no new Statutes were enacted in 1752; the Edition of that year 
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simply adds to the Statutes of 1663 the two enarted in 1727 and the 
one enacted in 1730. 

Tke Election of Gouncil and Offwen. 

In the original Statutes, Cap. VII, "Of the Election of 

the Council and OfBcei'S " makes arrangements that the 

eleven members of the existing Council who ai'e to be continued 

should first be determined, after that the ten new memberB, and finally 

the officers. The Statutes of 1752, reproduce the chapter iu its original 

form of 12 Bectious, with tho addition of Sec. 13, enacted 

in 1735, which provides that in order to lessen the 

tediousnesa of the election. Fellows may give in al the same time 

three liate — (1) of eleven old Members of Council to continue, (2) of 

ten new Membera, (3) of Officers. 

The Fhilosophical TransarAions. 

But the most important changes introduced in 1752, those which 
probably led to the issue of the new version of the Statutes in that year, 
relnte to the 'Philosophical Transactiona.' In the old 
■ Statutes, Cap. XIII, "Of the Printer to the Society," 
provides for the printing and binding of books, catalogues, and anch 
other things by order of the Society or Council ; there are no othei' 
provisions as to publications. Prom time to tim.e the 
Council, acting for the Society, gave the license or 
imprimatur of the Society to certain boobs. These were printed by 
the Society's printer, but not at the coat of the Society ; nor were 
they pnbliahed at the risk of the Society. The cost and risk was 
undertaken by the printer or by some other person or persons. The 
treatment of the ' Philosophical Transactions ' was at lirst somewhat 
similar. These were begun in 1665, but up to the 46th volume 
iuclualye, published in 1749-50, " the printing of them was always, 
fiBm time to time, the single act of the respective Seoretariea '' (Adv. 
to ' Philosophical Transactions,' vol. 47), though they were Heenaed 
by the Council. Thus with regard to the first number the Council 
(Minutes, March 1, 1664} ordered " that the Philosophical Transac 
tions, to be composed by Mr. Oldenburg, bo pi'inted the first Munday 
«f every month, if he have sufficient matter for it, and that that Tract 
be licensed by the Council of the Society, being first reviewed by aomu 
of the Members of the same. And that the President be desired, now 
to Licence the first papers thereof, being written in four sheets in 
folio, to be printed by John Martyn and James Allestree." This 
practice of licenaicg was,np to 1752, continued with reference to those 
papers read before tho Society which were published i:i the ' Transac- 
tions.' 
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In 1752 it was determined to place the publication of 

the ' Philosopliictt! Tranaactiona ' directly in the handa of 

the Council, and the Edition of the Statutes of 1752, while leaving 

Cap. XIII intact, fidda the following two new chapters, enacted March 

26th of that year:— 

Cap. XX, " Of the selecting of Papers laid before the Society, in 
order for Publication," eatabliehes and lays down regulations for the- 
■' Committee of Papers." These regulations are almo.st verbatim the 
wime as Sees. 1 to 4of Cap. XIII, " Of the Publication of Papers," of 
the Statutes in force at the prcseut time, except that the Quorum of 
the Committee of Papers is five, not seven, and a provision is con- 
tained that no entry in the Minute-book of the Committee ia , 
to be made of Papers " thought improper to be laid before the 

In the Statute in its oiiginal form the Committee " shall be at liberty- 
to call in to their assistance . . . any other members of the Society 
who are knowing and well skilled iu any particular branch of Science 
that shall happen to be the subject-matter of any paper which shall 
be then to come undei' their deliberation," and almost the same worda 
are retained in the Statutes at present in force. The custom of the 
Committee is now, and for a long time has been, to " call in to their" | 
assistance " two or more Fellows, by asking for written reports, and 
Huch E'ellows so assisting are g-enerally spoken of as " referees, " 
Though the records of the Society show that oven in the earliest 
days of the Society, communications made to the Society were fre- 
quently submitted to Fellows in order that their opinions thereon 
might be obtained, the earliest mention which has been fonnd iu thO' i 
A i-Tfto S"'*'^''/'^ records of a paper being technically " refen-ed " | 

is on May 25, 1780, when a paper by Mr. Lndlow waa- 
"refen'od" to Mr. Cavendish and Dr. Hutton, There does not 
appeal- to be a similar record until Mai-ch 21, 1831, when 
a paper by Prof. Davy was referred to Mr. Faraday. By 
vcr, the practice of referring papers seems to liave become 
very common. For some time the name of the person (or persons) 
to whom the paper was rcfen-od is stated in the Miuutes of the 
Committee of Papers, and iti all these cases, including those just 
mentioned, the persons in question were members of the then Council. 
Very soon, however, the name was omitted, the entry being simply 
"referred." There seems to be no moans of ascertaining when 
" referees '' outside the Council were fii'st had recoui-ue to, or when 
the practice of wi'itten reports first began. 

Cap. XXI, " Of the manner of Publication of the Papers laid 
before the Society, and defraying the Expencos thereof," provides for 
the printing and distribution of the ' Philosophical Transactions,' and 
is to g large extent, oven in its very words, the same as Sees. 5 to 9 of 
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1832, how 
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Cap. XIII of the yiatates at present in fowse, the word '■ Clerk " 
feeing used wliei-e "Assistant Secretaiy" iu now used. 

Fayments hy FelloKs. 

In order tu defi'ay the additional espeneea thus incaiTed by tlio 
publication and gratia distribution to the Fellows of the ' Philosophi- 
cal TranaaL'tione,' the " admiaaion-raoney " is by Sec. 2 of Cap. XXI 
raised from two guineas to five guineas. In Cap. Ill of tho Statutes 
of 1663, " Of the Payments by the Fellows to the Society," Wm 
admiaaion. money is fixed at forty shillings, and indeed, in the Edition 
of 1?52, the same sum of forty shillinga ia retained in this Chapter, 
the en-or apparently escapiug notice. The change from forty shillingM. 
to forty -two shillingB (two guineas) seems to have taken place at some 
time iu tho interval. 

Tee STATUTEa from 1752 to 1776. 

In 1774 and 1775, the Cottncil were engaged in considering tho 
Statutes, and in 1776 published a new Edition, containing several 
important chaiigea. An intereating pi-oface to this Edition (fi'om 
which a quotation ia given above), explains that in spite of lai^o 
changes in the practices of the Society, the Statutes had been kept as 
far as possible in their original foi-m ; and, indeed, the Statutes of 
1752 differ from those of 1663 chiefly in tho additions described 
above. In 1776, however, the Council determined to bring the 
Statutes into more strict conformity with the practice of the Society, 
and in consequence the Edition of 1776 difEera widely fi-om the two 
earlier versions. 

Five whole chajitci'S are omitted, viz., V, — Of Experiments, and the 
Keporta thereof; XI, Of Curatora by Office; XIII, Of the Printer to 
the Society; XIV, Of Operatora to the Society; SVII, Of Bene- 
factors; the twenty-one chapters of 1752 being thus roduced to 
sixteen. The preface explains how the changes ia the Society had 
long I'ecilered these Statute.^ unnecessary. 

Tho order of the sevei-al chapters is lai-gely altered, the new 
arrangement adopted being that which haa on tho whole been fol lowetl 
iu subsequent editiona, and is atill maintained. 

The Election of Fdloics. 

An 1778 '^'"' "'^K°l*'i<'*is for the election of Fellows remain on tho 
whole the aacae, save that it ia precisely stated that 
twenty-one ia "tho competent number" for making an election, a 
majority of two-thirds being necessary, and in tlie Statute relating to 
what wo now call the " privileged cIhss,'' the words " Foreign Piiuca 
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Com-t of Great Britftin."

Composition Fee. 
In t>ie Edition of 1752, as stated above, no mention is made of any 
" bond " or " com position fee," but in the next year, 1753 (June 7}, 
the Statute, Cap. VI, Sec. S, foncei'ning Foi'eignera and 
persona residinjf more than 4.0 miJea from London, waa 
md the following Eubstitnted :— 

■■ of his Majesties subjects, or any other peraonl 
a his Majesties Dominiona, who shall be elected a FelloW;! 
of the Society, shall be deemed au actual Fellow thereof, nop Bhall" 
the name of any each person be Registered in the Journal Boob, i 
printed in the List of Fellows of the Society, until such Pei'son shall 
have paid his admission Fee, and given the usual Bond, or paid the 
Sum of Twenty-one poiiuda for the use of tbe Society in lieu of con- 
tributions : But that upon such payment or giving Bond as aforesaid, 
it shall be lawful for the Society to give leave for the name of any 
such person so elected as aforesaid to be entered in the Journal Book, 
and pi'inted in the list of Fellows of the Society: Provided al way a 
that no Bueh person shall have liberty to Vote at any Election or 
Meeting of the Society, before he shall be daly admitted a Fellow 
thereof pursuant to the former Statute." 

This is the first time that the Sljitntes contain any reference to ft 
composition fee. 

In 1766 (December 11) a Statute was passed increasing 
the composition fee from twenty to twenty-six guineas; 
and the Statute of 1753 just quoted re-appears, with some alight J 
changes, in the Edition of 177fj as Sec. 8 of Cap. I, the " sui 
twenty-one pounds" being altered into "the sum appointed," and j 
this the Chapter on payments by Fellows states to be twenty-six J 
guiiieas. 

Foreign Members. 

The Statutes of 1776 eontaio, what the Statutes nf 1752 and 16fi3[l 
clo not, special regulations foi' Fellows " residing in foreign parts and I 
not subjects of the British Doraiuions." 

So early as 1604 a Statute was passed providing that | 
persons " residing in Forraigne parts," who are ele 
Ann, 1716. Fellows, should not pay foes ; in 1716 a reference I 
Ann. 1737. occurs to Foreigners who are Fellows; nnd in 1737 s 
resolution of Council {which did not become a Statute) proposec 
tbat Foreigners resident in London might be on the Home List if I 
tiiey paid contributions. It would appear, therefore, in spite of no I 
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■mention o£ the matter being mode in 1 "52, that, from an early period, 
a distinction was made betwean FeliowB who 1761-6 Toi'eignera and 
others, and that the Fellows who were Foreigners did not, of neees- 
sity, pay contrihntionB to the Society. In the Regintor of Fellows, 
however, at this date no distinction of any kind is made. 

It was apparently soon felt that the Foreign Members were too 

and in some cases not of sufficient distiuction ; for in 

17G1 (March 19) the Council, in order to ensnre that " no 
I'esiding in Foreign parts, not being anbjecta of 
the Crown of Great Britain, be elected Fellows unless their Qualifica- 
tions be very well known as well abroad as at home," enacted a Statute 
providing that in the case of snch persons the certificate shonld be 
fligned by at least "throe Foreign Fellows," as well as at least " by 

three Fellows named in the Home List." And in l?6r. 

(December*19) on a proposal " to restrain the number of 
Foreign Members," it was resolved " that no Foreigner be proposed for 
election that is not known to the learned world, by some publication 
or invention which may enable the Society to form a judgment of his 
merit, and that till the nuaiher of Foreign Members he reduced to 
eighty, not more than two shall be admitted in one year." A special 
mode of procednro in the election oE Foreigners as Follows was, at 
the Bame time, rosolved upon, providing for an electiou of two a 
year; and a aabseqnent resolntion (December 26) provides that 
Foreign Members paying contribationHsliall "have tlieir names printed 
in an alphabetical List next after that of the Home Members, sm 
Foreign Members* contribating towurds the expenses of the Society," 
and ao distinct from " other Foreign Members " " who do not coii- 

tribute." On January Iti of the next year the limitation 

to eighty was withdiawn, and the above resolntions were 
then embodied in the form of Statutes. These at the same time pro- 
vided that the new regulation should not exteud to Foreign PrinceM 
OP their sons, and gave permission to Foi-eigners resident in Great 
Britain to become Fellows in the asual way, which permission was 
An 17BB extended on Jannary 26, 1/69, to Foreigners who had 

been resident in Great Eritaia for the spare of six 
Ann. 1773, months. Soon after, namely on June 10, 1773, the word 

" Foreigner " appears in the " Register " for the first 
time, being plnced after the names of Stehelin, Le Roy, and Lo Due ; 
thenceforward it is used frequently. 

In the Edition of 1?76 these regulations, in. a som-eivhat 

iriodified form, are introduced as part of See. 8 of Cap. I ; 
the limitation to the election of two a year is omitted, and the certili- 
cates, signed by at least thi-ee Fellows npoa the Foreign List, and nt 

• It mfty be remarlod thst in the earij recards of llie Socipty the wertla 
" Meciber " anil " i''elluw " .ly.pear to be uacd indiai^rimiaately. 
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Icftst by three Fellows on tliB Home List, are direttcd to be b

added which provides a somowhat complei mode of procedure in the 
election, under the title of "Foreign Members,"* of persons " who are 
neitlier natives nor inhabitants of his Miijesty's dominions." The 
number is limited to 100. Certificates signed by six or more Fellowa 
are to be presented at some meeting' between Easter and the Anniver- 
sary. At a meeting immediately before the following Easter a selec- 
tioD of candidates is to be made, and the candidates so selected are to 
Ih! balloted for at the nest meeting immediately after Easter. These 
regulations are not, however, to apply to Sovoteign Foi-eign Princes 
or their Sonc, or to such Foreigners resident in great Biitaiu as may 
desire to become Follows in the nsnal way. t 

The Officers of the Soeiety, the Clerk, Lihranan, g-e. 

No changes are made in the Statutes of 1776 for the election of 
Conncil and Officers; but to meet the changes io the contributions there 
are changes in the regulations for the Treasurer. There are also 
changes in the duties of the Secretaries, chiefly in reference to the 
Clerk and to tlie publication of the 'Pliilosophioal Transactions.' 

Cap. X. provides regulations for tlie qualifications, mode of election, 
duties and remunerations of the Clerk, the Librarian, the Keeper of 
the Repository, and the House-Keeper. 

A leaa '^^^ Statutes of 1663 contain i-egulations for the Clerk, 
and prescribe clerkly duties for him ; and the Society had 
lit Srat neither House-Keeper nor Librarian. 

.^, « When in 1710 the Society moved to Crane Conrt, the office 

Ann. 1710- 

of Hoase- Keeper was established ; but tbe then Clerk was 
made House-Keeper. As the Library and Repository were increased 
the offices of Librarian and Keeper of the Repository were established ; 
but both these offices were held by the Clerk, under supervihiou, during 
a certain period at all events, of B'ellows chosen for that duty under 
the title of " Inspectors." But the Statates of 1752 contain no regula- 
tions for these offices other than that of tbe Cierk, the Statutes con- 
cerniDgwhoEQ remain exactly the same as in 1663; and in spite of the 
A ^i-}(i ^1'^*'''^^ regulations present in the edition of 171'6, it appears 

that the Society bad never more than one ofiicer to caiTy 
ont thcBe several dntiea, and that he was called '■'the Clerk," nutil 
Ann 1823 ** ^ ^^^'' P^"""^ (1833) the office of Clerk was abolished, 

and that of Assistant Secretary instituted.

Aim 1769 '^^"^ Statute waa passed in 1769. 

The Statutes of 1663 (IV, Sec. 1) provide that the 
Ann. 1863. ordinary roeetings ahonld be held on " Wednesday, begin- 
ning about three of the clock in the afternoon, and cnntlnuing until 
sii, unless the major pare of the Fellowa present Hhai), for that time, 
resolve Uy rise sooner, or sit later." And the ytatntes of 
1752 reproduce exactly the Statute (IV, Sec. 1) of 1663. 
Neverthelees, the records of the Society show that the day and hour 
of the ordinary meeting were more than once changed in the interval, 
as they have been since. The following shows the changes aud their 
respective dates up to the present time : —

A 1811 "^^^ ^"* Statute eoaoting that no meeting should be held 
on certain days or in certain weeks was passed in 1831 j 
prsvionsly to that the Statutes simply said "upon Wednesday," oi' 
" npon Thursday," But the practice of having an Autumn reoess 
■was of much older date than this ; moreover, the Journal Book shows 
that from the earliest times it waa customary to hold no meetings on 
Ash Wednesday and certain other holy days, and that in particular 
no meeting was held on the anniversary of the death of Charles I. 
In 1661 the Journal Book omits the date, January 30, without remark, 
although a meeting waa due upon that day. On January 30, 1666, 
tlie Minute appears, '' This day being the Anniversary Fasfc-Day, there 
was no Meeting of the Society," la 1667, the entry is, " The Society 
met not, because of the eolemne Fast." Similar entries occur in

The Statutes of 1B31. 

The edition of 1831* contains a few changes which are of i 
luoineut, and chiefly refer to payments (Cap. Ill), the " bond " bein) 
omitted. 

In 1831 the Statutes relating to the Assistant Secretary vBiA 
amended, the separate r^alatious for Librarian and Honsekeepi 
being omitted. 

In 1835, the then esistiog Statute, Cap. 1, Sec. 5 (enacted i 
1831), that "no election for Fellows, or for Foreign Members, shal 
fake place excepting on the first ordinary meetings oE the Society iM 
IJecemher, Pebrnory, April, aad June " was repealed. 

The Statiifes nf 1840. 

In the next edition, 1840, the most notable change concerns th<^ 
election of officers and Conncil. These are to he put in nominatioi 
by the Pi'esident and Council, according to the plan at pi'e.sent 
A new Chapter, "Of Special General Meetings of the Society" 
added. The composition fee is raised to £60 in the case of Fellowiiil 
elected after December 11, 1834, eicept soch as have eontrihutedj 
papers to the ' Philosophical Transactions ;' the Statafisa coueemingj 
pnblicationa are thrown into one chapter ; and sorae slipht changeaT 
ai-e made in the Statutes uoncerning the Treasiirer and Secretaries. ] 
Cap, XI, "Of the ordinary Meetings of the Society," pi-ovidea fo 
the recess from tbo third Tharaday in June to the third Thursday i:

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Fellows, the Statutes of this edition are very like those at present in 
force. 

The Statutes of 1847. 

Verj soon after, however, viz., in 1846, a Committee of Conncil was 
appointed to consider the mode o! Election of Fellows, with tbo result 
that in 1847 new Statutes were enacted, regalating the Election of 
fifteen Fellowa annually, according tn the plan at present in use. 
These Statutes mark an epoch in the history of the Society. 

The Changes from 1847 to 1888. 

The most notable changes which have since then been enacted or 
proposed are as follows : — 

On TJovember 3rd, 1864, the repeal of the Statute relating to the 
admission of strangers to the meetings was moved, but negatived ; 
and again, on March 21st, 1867, a proposal that the public be ad- 
mitted to the Ordinary Meetings of the Society was negatived. 

In 1865 the privileged class (Cap. I, Sec. 4) was extended to 
include Foreign Sovereign Princes and their sons. 

Ill 1866 the practice of paying for a proportional part of the year 
was abolished, and the annual payment was made one in advance. 

In 1871 a new Statute was enacted prohibiting the payment of 
dividends to Fellowa. 

On October 30th, 1873, upon a motion to assimilate the mode of 
election of the Privileged Class to that of Ordinary Fellows, to place 
in the hands of the Council the selection of such candidates, and to 
require " evidence of ascei'tained special power and disposition to 
forward the aims of the Society from exceptional, personal, or official 
advantages of position, or of great eminence in any branch of learn- 
ing, instead of any qualification based only on accident of lineage oi- 
of political statna," tlie Statute concerned was referred to the con- 
sideration of a Committee, and on April 23rd, 1874, the Statute in its 
existing form was enacted. 

On December 17th of same year, 1874, a Committee waa appointed 
to consider the election of candidates for Fellowship, which Com- 
mittee presented, on Kovember 30th, 1875, a long report giving 
reasons why no changes should be made, 

Tn 1878-9 changes were made in the payment of fees. 

In 1879 thL- Statutes relating to Foreign Members were altered to 
their present form. 

In 1880 (February 19) the hour of meeting was changed from the 
evening to the afternoon. 

In 1885 the time during which the Library is open to Fellows was 
extended. 

In 1888 the Statute, Cap. XI, Sec. 2, was altered to ^tqy'^. <A -a.-^ 
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Ordinary Meeting being held on tbe day of Election of Follows, and 
8tatDl«, Cap. XIII, Sec, 7, was altered to allow Fellows to r 
their copiee of the ' Philosophical Transactions ' upon a request i 
writing. 

In 1891 a new edition of the Statutes was published containing, 
among other sraallcr changes made in that year, the following i 
important ones r — 

III Chapter XI power was given to the Council to omit weeklj' I 
meetings with a view to increase, when desirable, the Christmas and i 
Easter recess, and greater freedom was allowed in the condnct of t 
wevkly meetings. 

In Chapter XIII certain changes were introduced in the hope c 
expediting the publication of papers, 

A new chapter (XVI) was added in order to insert a Statute ' 
passed in 1871 prohibiting dividends to Fellnws. 

In 1896 changes were again made, some in Chapter XI "Of the 
Meetings of the Society," but more in Chapter XIII " Of the Publica- 
tion of Papers." Both these chapters, especially the latter, were 
simplified, some of the regulations previonsly existing as statutes 
being withdrawn from the Statutes aud eiutxidied in " Standing 
Orders." In respect to " publication," the main change edeoted was 
the institution of Sectional Committees to assist the Council sitting 
as a Committeea of Papers or otherwise, with regard to the publica- 
tion of papers and other matters. In the first days of the Society 
several Committeea were formed to take chai'ge of the several 
branches of science as well as for special objects ; bat these, after a 
while, and appaiuntly after a short while, ceased to exist. On May 
31, 1838, " Scientific Committees " to assist the Council were again 
established, but these were found not to work satisfactorily, and on 
December 20, 1849, were abolished. The Standing Orders adopted 
at the time of the change of the Statutes in 1:996 will be found in 
the ' Year-book.' 
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At a, Meetiog of Council hotdeu December 14, 1663, it n 

'■ Ordered, that the Secretary bring in a. list of the Wames of all the 
Bunefactors to the Society, together with their Donations, and tho 
time when they presented them. 

"Ordered, that the Benefactors be registered in looee veUam 
sheets." 

Similar orders were made on December 3, 1674, on April 27, 1682, 
and on several Bubaeqaent dates. Uafortnnately these early lists of 
Benefactors are not now extant, and no list drawn up at the present 
day can pretend to be complete. The subjoined list is compiled 
principally by aid of the Index to the MS. Council Minutes, and is 
complete only in respect of benefactions of £50 and upwards there 
recorded. The dates given are, in most cases, those of the Council 
Meetings in the minutes of which the gifts are recorded. Many more 
names would be added if the lists of subscribers to special funds were 
consulted, but in these cases only the names of the founders of such 
funds are hero given.

The following succinct account of the various trusts which the 
Society administers, their origin and progress, the application of .the 
income of the fnnds. and their present financial position, follows the 
order in which the trusts are arranged on the annua! balance sheet 
of the Society. Full particulars of capital, income, and espenditnre 
I each case are clearly given in thai sheet (see 'Year-book'). A 
larger amount of detail as to the foundaiion of the older funds will be 
found in Weld's ' History of the Royal Society," and in an anniversary 
address delivered by the late Mr. Spottiswoode, as treasurer,

Thit> most excellent and valuable institution originated in the year I 
1859, in a proposition of Mr. J. P. Gassiot that a fund of this kind J 
should b" founded for the aid of such scientific men, or their fanuliea, ] 
as may from time to time require assistance. A circular ai 
the project W!*s issued by the Society, in May, 1859, and by tbft4 
followiug July £2500 had' been subscribed. By the end of 1864, the I 
amount of £5000 had beeu reached, and by IS^ the fnnd consisted I 
of £6052 17*. ty..

£7200 Great Northern Railway 3 per cent. Debenture Stock; 

£4340 South Eastern Railway 5 per cent. Debenture Stock ; 
producing' an income of about £670. 

The administration of the fund is entrusted to a committee con- 
sisting of ten members of whom two retire annually, and applications 
for grants are made through the Presidents of chartered and incor- 
porated scientific societies, under regulations which will be found in 
the 'Tear-book of the Royal Society.' 

No. 2. The Donation Fund. 
In 1828 the late William Hyde Wollaston, M.D., at one time 
President of the Society, gave the sum of £ii000 3 per cent. Consols, 
to be called the Donation Fund, the dividends to he applied from time 
to time in promoting experimental researches, or in rewarding those 
by whom such I'esearches may have been made, or in such other 
manner as shall appear to the President and Council for the time 
being most conducive to the interests of the Society in particular, or 
of science in general. The application of the funds extends to indi- 
viduals of all countries, but not to members of the Council of the 
Society. The dividends are not to be hoarded parsimoniously, but 
expended liberally. About £1400 more were contributed to the 
fund by Dr. Davies Gilbert (who gave £1000) and others. In 1874 
and 1875 two legacies of £500 each were received from Sir Francis 
Ronalds, F.R.S., and Sir Charles Wheatstone, F.K.S., and the fund 
for some years consisted of £6339 Consols, which in 1888 was con- 
verted into £5030 Great Northern Railway Perpetual 4 per cent. 
Guaranteed Stock, producing an income of about £200 per annum. 
In the year 1879 the late Sir Walter C. Trevelyan bequeathed a sum 
of £1500, the interest to be applied in the promotion of scientiliu 
rasearch. This was invested in the purchase of £1396 Great 
Northern Railway 4 per cent. Debenture Stock, now converted into 
£1861 6s. Sd. 3 per tent. Debenture Stock, and forms practically 
a pare of the Donation Fund. The interest of the Jodrell Fund is also 
transferred to it (see No. 11, p, 129), so that the annual income is 
about £390. 
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No. 3. The Rumfobd Fusd. 
Connt Rmnford, in a letter to Sir Joaepli Banks, dated 12tli July, 
1796, informed hini, as president of the Society, that he had pnr- 
chased and transferred £1000 Stock in the faiids of this country, 
to t!ie end that the interest of the same should be given once every 
second year as a premium to the author of the most important dis- 
covery or nsefnl improvement which shall be made or published by 
printing, or ia any way made known to the public in any part of 
Europe dnring the preceding two years on heat or on light, the pre- 
ference always being given to such discoveries aa shall, in the opinion 
of the President and Council, tend moat to promote the good 
mankind. The premium is to take the form of two medals, the c 
of gold and the other of silver, to be together of the value of two 
years' interest on the £1000, or £60 sterling. In ca.se of there being 
no new discovery in heat or light during any term of years which, 
the opinion of the President and Council, ia of sufficient importance 
to deserve the premium, direction is given to invest its value in I 
purchase of additional stock in the English Funds, and the interest 
of this additional capital is to be given in money, with the two 
medals, at each succeeding adjudication. In a subsequent letter, 
Count Rumford suggests that the premium should be limited to new 
discoveries tending to improve the theories of Are, of heat, of light, 
and of colours, and to new inventions and contrivances by which the 
generation, and preservation, and management of heat and of light 
may be facilitated. Chemical discoveries and improvements in optic, 
so far as they answer any of these conditions, are to be within the 
limits of the premium, but the Count wishes especially to encourage 
such practical improvements in the management of heat and light as 
tend directly and powerfully to increase the enjoyments and comforts 
of life, especially in the lower and more numerous classes of society. 
The first recipient of the medals was Count Rumford himself. 
Previously to 1846 it was not unfrequently the case that no medal 
was adjndicated for four years. Indeed between I8I8 and 1832 the 
only recipient was M, Presnel. As a consequence the invested funds 
have increased to £2,367 2b. Qd., but the interest is now only 2f per 
cent., and will in 1903 be only 2^ per cent. A bonns on the conversion 
of the Stock, including an additional quarter's interest, and some 
returned income tax have been recently added to capital. The 
annual income is at present about £65, and the sum of m.oney that 
accompanies the medals about £70. 

No. 4. BiKERIAN AND COPLET MeDAL FtJND. 

There has for many years been only one amalgamated fund for 
these two objects. Through successive accumulations, owing imjo-vt 
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to no medal having been awarded in some years, it now consists o£ 
£4.03 9s. 8d. New 2^ per cent. Consols. The Bafcerian Lectnre 
originated in 1775, throngh a beqaest of Mr. Henry Baker, F.R.S., 
of £100, for an oration or discourse, to l>e spoken or read yearly by 
some one of the Fellows of the Society, on sach part of natural history 
or experimenfal philosophy, at snch time and in such manner as the 
President and Council of the Society for the time being shall please 
to order and appoint. In case no lecture be given, there ia a pain of 
forfeiture attached to the bequest. The payment to the lecturer has 
for many years been a fixed sum of £4. 

The Copley Medal, which has long been regarded bb the highest 
scientific distinction that the Royal Society can bestow, originated in 
a legacy of £100 from Sir Godfrey Copley, Bart., F.R.S., received in 
1709. The testator directed that this sum should be laid out in 
eiperimenta or otherwise for the benefit of the Society, as they shall 
direct and appoint. For many years the interest of the fund was 
paid to Dr. iJesaguliera, Curator to the Society,* for various experi- 
ments made before them, bat in 173() Mai'tin Folkes, who subse- 
quently became President of the Society, proposed to render Sir 
Godfrey Copley's donation more beneBcial thau at that time it was. 
His suggestion was that instead of the annual experiment, " a medal 
or other honorary prize should be bestowed on. the person whose 
experiment should be beat approved, by which means he apprehended 
a laudable emulation might be excited among men of genius to try 
their invention, who, in all probability, may never be moved for the 
sake of lucre." Eventually, in 1736, it was resolved that a medal of 
the value of £5, to bear the arms of the Societj-, should be awarded 
to the anthor of the most important scientific discovery or contribp.- 
tion to science by experiment or otherwise. The weight of the 
medal was fixed at 1 oz, 3 dwts. of fine gold, In 1831 it was resolved 
• See (iBfe, p. 17. 
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that the Coplej Medal aliall be awarded to the living author of sach 
philosophical research, either pnbliahed or commniiiuated to the 
Society, as may appear to the Council to be deserving of that honour. 
The particulars of the subject of the research are to be specified ia 
the award, and there is to be no limitation a* to the period when 
the research waa made, or the conntry to which the author may 
belong. 

Owing to the payments for the lecture and the medal being some- 
what less than the dividends received, a balance has gradually 
accumulated in favour of the fand, amounting to over £100. This, 
however, is now being gradually reduced, for in the year 1881, Sir 
Joseph Copley, Bart., transferred to the Societyasumof £16fci6 13*. 4(Z. 
3 per cent. Consols, " to provide in perpetuity a yearly bonus of £50. 
to be given to the recipient of t!ie Copley Medal." So long as the 
interest was at 3 per cent., the income 'of £50 was produced, bnfc 
now that it is reduced to 2| per cent., with the near prospect of 
falling to 2^ per cent., it ia insufficient for the gift. So long, how- 
ever, as there has been a balance in hand in favour of the fund, 
the Council has thought well to fulQl Sir Joseph Copley's liberal 
intention. 

No. 5. The Keck Beqoest. 

In the year 1719 a bequest of £500 was received fi'om Mr. Rohert 
Keck, who directed that the profits arising from it were '"to be 
bestowed on some one of the Fellows, whom they shall appoiut to 
cany on a foreign correspondence." For many years this bequest was 
mei-ged in the general funds of the Society, and the proceeds applied 
towards the payment of the Foreign Secretary. In 1881 it was again 
made to appear as a separate trust fund, and £666 13«. id. Consols 
was allotted as the equivalent. This has, at the present time, been 
converted into £800 Midland Railway 3 per cent. Debenture Stock, 
and the proceeds are annually paid to the Foreign Secretary, who 
now receives no other honor ariam. 



No. 6. The Wi-vrRTSoHAM Fu.nd. 

In 1794 a sum of £1200 Consols was bequeathed to the Society by 
Sir Clifton Wintringham, M.D., a Fellow, payable on the decease of 
his widow, and subject to certain conditions ; the interest or dividends 
to be for the purchase of a silver cup, of £30 value, to be given to such 
person as should in ten months after advertisement present the most 
satisfactory experimental examination of one of three subjects chosen 
by vote of the Society. It was not, however, until 1842 that, after 
a tedious law suit, an amount of £1200 Consols was bransfeired

to the 8ociety. It was then fonnd that the conditions of the 
were 80 stringent, and involved so much expense, that it Wfis 
practically impossible to fulfil them, even when the i-ate of interest 
on Consols was 'i per cent, instead of, as at present, 2J, or, Bls it 
will be shortly, 2| per cent., and there being a further provision 
that in case of failure on the part of the Society to fulfil the inten- 
tions of the testator, the income of the fund should be paid over to 
the Governors of the Foundling HoBpital, that institution has in 
each year received the interest accruing from the fund. The subject 
has on several occasions been brought before the Conncil, and also 
before the legal advisei's of the Society, but as yet no way oct of the 
difficulty has been discovered. 

No. 7. The Croonian Lectuee Fond. 
ThiB IB one of the earliest institutions connected with the Society, 
and, in name at least, carries -us back to the days of its fonndation. 
At the meeting held on November 28, 1600, when the design for 
founding the Society was discussed, Mr. Croone, though absent, was 
nominated as the Register, or as we should now call it Registrar, 
of the small band of learned men who met weekly at Gresham 
College. Dr. Crooce, as he subsequently became, was from the 
beginning an active Fellow of the Society, and on his death, in 1684 
left a scheme for two lectureships which he intended to found, one of 
which was for the Royal Society. In his will, however, he made no 
provision for this purpose, bnt his widow, who subsequently became 
Lady Sadleir, remedied the omission, and in her will, dated Septem.- 
ber 25, 1701, bequeathed to the Society one-fifth of the clear rent of 
the King's Head Tavern, in or near Old Fish Street, London, at the 
corner of Lambeth Hill, " for the support of a lecture and illustrative 
experiment for the advancement of natural knowledge on local 
motion, or (conditionally) on such otiier subject as, in the opinion of 
the President for the time heing, should be most nseful in promoting 
the objects for which the Royal Society was instituted," the 
remainder being paid to the Royal College of Physicians, also for the 
support of a lecture to be delivered before them ; a decree in 
Chancery, in 1728, empowered the Society to devote the whole 
nett annual nrofits of the legacy to the payment for a single lecture 
and its attendant espeosea. The proper subject for the lecture is the 
nature or laws of muscular motion, to be accompanied by some 
anatomical demonstration. The first Croonian Lecture was delivered 
in 1738 by Dr. Stuart, the subject being "The Motion of the Heart." 
From 1786 to 1885 the property was let for £15 per annum, so that 
the share of the Society was only about £3, but since 1885 the 
rent of the estate baa been m.aterially increased, and the Society now 
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receives a gam of about £52 yearly as its share, which is paid orer 
by the Royal College of Physicians, which deals with the whole 
property. The whole of the arailable balance ii in each year paid 
to the lecturer or for expenses. 
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No. 8. The Davt Mrdal Fcxd. 
Bj the will of Dr. John Davy, F.R.S., the service of plate pre- 
sented to Sir Humphrj- Davy for the invention of the safety lamp, 
■was betjneathed to the Society, to be melted down and sold, in order 
to found a medal to be given annnally for the moat important dis- 
covery in chemistry. The amount received in 1S69 was invested ia 
the purchase of £660 Madi-as Rnilway Stock, producing about £33 
perannnm. Some little time elapsed before the dies could be pre- 
pared, and the first medal actually awarded was given, in duplicate, 
to Bunsen and Kirchhoff in 1877. It was also given in duplicate in 
1878, 181^2, 1883, and 1893. 

No. J). The Gassiot Trust. 

In the year 1871 the late Mr. John Peter Gassiot conveyed to tlie 
Society £10,000 Italian Irrigation Bonds, for the purpose of assisting 
in carrying on and continuing magnetica! and meteorological obser- 
vations with self-recording instruments, and any other physical 
investigation B that may from time to time be practicable and desir- 
able in the Kew Observatory, in the Old Deer Park, Richmond, 
Snrrey. (See " Description of Kew Observatory," p. 138.) 

The proceeds ai-e paid over to the Kew Committee appointed in 
accordance with the trust deed. From time to time some of the ( 
Irrigation Bonds are drawn, and a profit ha^ been made on reinvest- I 
ment. These accumnlated profits ai-e now represented by a sum of 
£500 2f per cent. Consols, which forms a kind of reserve or insur- 
ance fund. 

No. 10. The Handley Fund. 

By the will of Mr. E. H. Handley, dated 1840, the reversion of hia 
property was bequeathed to the Society after the death of his sister, 
the income to be applied as a reward for important inventions i 
or discoveries in science, physical and metaphysical, or for assistance I 
in the prosecution of any such invention or discovery, but with power I 
to the President and Council to apply the income as they may deem f 
best for the advancement of science. 

Owing to the Statute of Mortmain, a considerable portion of the! 
property did not pass by this will, but eventually, in 1876, the a 
of £6378 19«. was received, which, after paying Legacy Duty at thai 
rate of 10 per cent, and legal expenses, left sufficient to purcbap 
£6047 7s. 9d. Reduced 3 per cents. When the rate of interest was I 
threatened a few years ago, this was converted into £4798 Lancashire I 
and Yorkshire Railway 4 per cent. Guaranteed Stock, producing I 
about £192 per annum. Of late yeai'S this has been applied toward* I 
the cost of preparing the Catalogue of Scientific Papers. 



No. 11. The Jodrell Fond. 

The late Mr. T. J. Phillips Jodrell, in 1876, placed at the disposal 
■of the Society the sum of £6000, at first with the intention of 
encouraging in this country original research in the physical 
sciences, hnt enbsequently, in the same year, with directions to 
apply the proceeds as part of the ordinary revenue of the Society. 
In 1879 £1000 was, by Mr. Jodrell's directions, transferred to the 
Fee Reduction Fund, and the remaining £5000 is represented hy the 
earn of £5182 lis. lOd. 2| per cent. Consols, which stand in the name 
of the fund. 

On the death of Mr. Jodrell, in 1889, the proceeds of the fund, in 
accordance with a letter from him of April 5, 1878, devolved to and 
were incorporated with the Donation Fund. The income is at 
present about £140, but this will be reduced when the diminution in 
the interest of Consols takes place. 

No. 12. Fee Reddction Fund. 
This fnnd originated in 1878, the object being to relieve future 
Fellows of the Society of the £10 paid as an admiaaion fee and of £1 
out of the £4 annual anbacription. These advantages, however, do 
not extend to the Privy Councillors and other privileged Fellows who 
join the Society. Most liberal sums were aubscribed : Sir Joseph 
Whitworth contributing £2000, Sir William (now Lord) Armstrong 
and Mr, James Young £1000 each. The demand upon the fund 
keeps on, of course, increasing from year to year, but the excess of 
income over expenditure has been regularly inveated, and the fund 
now consiats of £5000 Metropolitan 3^ per cent. Stock and £9333 
London and North Western Railway 3 per cent. Debenture Stock, 
producing an income of about £450 per annum. The payments on 
account of Fellows amounted last year to £362, and inasmuch aa in 
each year the payment in respect of the subscriptions of Fellows 
increases to the extent of £10 or £12, it is evident that, in the course 
of tinie, the question will have to be considered whether som': modi- 
fication in the amount of the rednctiou or some addition to the capital 
■of the fund must not be made. Tiiere is, liowever, at prwcut nearly 
£90 per annum left for Investment ; so that there is no immediate 
■danger of the fnnd failing. 

No. 13. The Daewjn MEiiORtAL Fund. 

In 1885 the Committee of the International Darwin Memorial 

Fund resolved to transfer to the Royal Society the balance that 

remained in their hands, in trust, to devote the proceeds from, twsja 
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to time towariie t,he promotion of biologicftl studies and rest 
The amoant has been invested in the purchase of £2500 South Eastera 1 
Kailway 4 per cent. Dobentnre Stock, which now forrn^ the capital I 
of the fnnd. The annnal income is nearlj£100. In accordance with| 
a reaolation of the Conncil, a medal, either in silver or in broi! 
awarded biennially in reward of work of acknowledged diBtinctiott J 
(especially in Biology) in the field in which Mr. Darwin himself! 
laboured. The medal in accompanied by a gi-ant of £100, and thel 
balance of the proceeda in from time to time to be added to ths I 
capital fand. The first medal was awarded to Alfred Russet Wallace. | 

No. 14. The Joule Mrmohial ¥v>i'. 
In 1890 the Joole Memoi'ial Committee transferred to the Sooietya 
the balnnce in their hands, the proceeds to be applied (or the t 
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cosragement of researnli, both ia England and abroad, especially 
amongst yonnger men, in those branches of physical science more 
immediately connected with Joule's work. According' to the regula- 
tions made by the Council (see ' Year-book '), a stndentship or grant ia 
to be made every second year to assist research as already specified. 
These grants are to be made altematoly in Great Britain and abroad. 
The fund consists of £1000 London Brighton and South Coast 
Bailway Ouaranteed 6 per cent. Stock and £47 19b'. 2d. 2^ per cent. 
annnities, the annual income being about £50. 



No. 15. The Brady Libkari Ij'dnd. 
The late Mr. Henry Bowman Brady bequeathed to the Society In 
1891 all his books and papers relating to the Protozoa, and also s 
sum of £300, the interest of which, or the principal, or both, are 
from time to time to be applied in the purchase of works on the sa: 
or kindred subjects to be added to the collection. The fund n 
consists of £280 2j per cent. Consolidated Stock, and £33 14s. H 
on deposit at the bank. 



No. 16. Tbe Gbsning Pl-nji. 
In 1891 His Excellency Dr. Robert Halliday Gunning gave the 
Society his bond for £1000 bearing interest at 4 per cent, to form a 
fund the annual income of which shall be applied trienuially towards 
the promotion of Physical Science and Biology in such manner as to 
the President and Council may appear most deBirable. The three- 
years' income, amounting to £120, has now been received, and the 
amount has been voted by the President and Council for the purpose. 
The Bales for the administration of this Fund will be found in the 
'Year- book.' 

No. 17. The Buchanan Medal Fdnd. 
This fund dates from February, 1894, when a sum of £276 12». 
and the dies for a medal were offered to the Society by the Com- 
mittee of the Buchanan Fund. The amount baa been invested in the 
purchase of £258 9s. Id. Metropolitan 3 per cent. Stock, producing 
rather less than £8 per annum. The medal, which is to be of gold 
and of tbe value of about twenty guineas, is to be awarded every 
three or five years for distinguished service in Hygienic Science 
or Practice, in the direction either of original research or of pro- 
fessional, administrative, or constructive work. The balance in hand 
is to accompany tbe medal, which is to have no limit as to nationality. 
The Erst medal was given to Lady Buchanan by the snbscribers to 
the fund.

The Royal Medals were founded byH.M. King George IV, the pro- ' 
posal to found them being conveyed in a letter from Sir Robert Peel tat 
Sir Humphry Davy, in a letter dated December 3, 1825. They were I 
at fii'Bt awarded for the most important discoveries completed andv 
made known to tbe Royal Society in " the yeai' preceding the dtty of J 
their award," but soon after the foundation this was changed to 1 
"within five years preceding the day of such award." H.M. King I 
Willium IV continued the foundation under the couditioa that tha J 




subject matter of the inquiry should be previously settled and pro- 
pounded by the Coancil three years preceding the day of the award. 
Her Majesty Queen Victoriai, upon asce 
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graoionfl]; pleased to contiBoe tlie grant of two Boyal Medals 
ftnnnally, under the annexed resolalions, proposed by ttie Coanoil 
and approved by Her Majesty : — 

" That the Royal Medals be given for such Papers only &b have- J 
been presented to the Royal Society, and inserted in their ' Traua- f 
aetions.' 

" That the triennial cycle of subjects be : — 

"I. Astronomy; PhyBiology, inclnding the Natural History of J 

Organised Beings. 
" 2. Physics ; Geologj', or Mineralog'y. 
"3. Mathematics; Chemistry. 

" That, in case no Paper coming within these stipulations should 1 
be considered deserving of the Royal Medal, in any given yeur, the 
Council have the power of awarding such medal to the author of any 
other Paper on either of the several subjects forming the cycle, that 
may have been presented to the Society and inserted in their ' Trans. 
actions ' ; preference being given to the subjects of tbe year imme- 
diately preceding ; the award being, iu such case, subject to thfl ■ 
approbation of Her Majesty.'' 

On June 13, 1850, it was resolved that these regulations " should 
be altered, substituting tor them regulations to the following effect: — 
That the Koyal Medals iu each year should be awarded for the two 
most important contributions to the advancement of Natural Know- 
ledge, published originally in Her Majesty's doniinions within a 
period of not more than ten years, and not less than one year of the 
date of the award, subject, of course, to Her Majesty's approval." 

It was at the same meeting resolved — " That it is desirable that, 
in the award of the Royal Medals, one should he given in each year 
to each of the two great divisions of Natni-al Knowledge." 

It is upon these lines that the Royal Medals are still awarded.

DESCRIPTION OP THE KEW OBSERVATORY. 



The Kew Observatory is situated in the Old Deer Park, about 
1,200 yards from the Richmond Railway Station, some 10 miles to 
the West of the City of London. Its latitude ie 51° 28' 6" N., and 
its longitude 0° 18' 47" W. 

The present building was erected by King George III, in 1769, for 
observing the transit of Venus, which occurred that year. An 
earlier observatory, from which it derived its name, was situated in 
the Kew Palace Grounds, about (hree-qnartera of a mile from the 
present building. Though the latter lies within the postal district of 
Richmond, and is approached from the Richmond railway station, 
its long-eat ablished name of " Kew " Observatory has been retained. 
The site of the present building was originally occupied by an old 
monastery, which was partly destroyed in the general destrnotion 
of religions houses in the sixteenth century, and finally demolished 
in 1769. 

The Government having decided in 1841 to cease to maintain the 
Observatory, it passed in 1842 into the hands of the Biltisfc ksB*»;\».-

The chief eiecntive officer nndei' the Committee ia styled " Super- 
intendent," the present occupant of the post being' Dr. C. Chree. 
The prei-ioiis superintendents under the Royal Society's Committee 
were Mr. S. Jeffery, 18?l-76, and Mr. G. M. Whipple, 1876-93. 
Amongst those who held the post prior to 1871 may be mentioned Sir 
Francis Ronalds, Mr. John Welsli, and Prof. Balfour Stewart. In 
addition to the general management of the Observatory, the duties of 
the Superintendent include the response to inquiries on variona 
■ scientific matters from Government Departments, especially the 
Meteorological Office, as well as from individuals engaged in scien- 
tific pursuits. 

The relations between the Observatory and the Meteorological 
Office have been very close ever since 1867, as the Observatory has 
since that date acted as the central observing station for that Office. 



Description of Ob3ekvatoht. 
Basement (aee plan No. I). 

Magnetograph Room. — This room contains the Magnetographa (1), 
■which were erected in their present form by Mr. Welsh in 1856. 
The instruments show variations in the Declination, Horizontal 
Force Component, and Vertical Force Component. Light from fixed 
gas jets is reflected from mirrors attached to the magnets on to 
photographic paper. The paper is wound round druma driven by 
clock-work, and thus a coutinuons record is obtained of variations 
either in the direction or intensity of the earth's magnetic force 
('B.A. Report,' 1859, pp. 200—228). 

The magnetograph curves are standardised by means of direct 
observations on the strength of the magnets, made from time to 
time, and the employment of the results of the absolute observations, 
carried out weekly in a wooden hut (1, Plan II) situated in the 
garden. 

The Barograph (2) ia a modified form of that originally designed 
by Ronalds. A beam of light passes thi'ongh the chink left between 
a horizontal atop and the surface of the mercury in the tube of a 
barometer, and falls upon photographic paper. When the mercury 
rises in the barometer tube, the beam of light is narrowed, and the 
IraCB correspondingly reduced in width, the reverse happening, of 
course, when the mercury falls (' Report of the Meteorological Com- 
mittee,' 1867, p. 40). 

Photographic Boom. — This immediately adjoins the magnetograph 
room, aee Plan I. 
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South Sail. — In the passage adjoining the south hall is placed the 
standard clock, by French (9), the temperature of thia part of the 
Obaerv-atory being very constant. The greater part of the eouth 
hall is taken up by a doable- walled wooden strticture in which TariouB 
observers have at varions epochs swung pendulurna to determine 
gravity {"see ' Roy. Soc. Proc.', vol. 14, pp. 425—439 ; vol. 17, pp. 488— 
499; and 'Phil. Trans.', vol 181, pp. 537— 55S). 

The wooden strnctnra ia also used for chronometer trials; its tem- 
peratnre can be raised and kept steady at 100° F. by means of a 
copper stove. 

Sextant Room. — This contains an apparatns (3) for testing the 
accaracy of graduation in the arc of sextants, which was designed 
by Mr. T. Cooke (' Roy. Soc. Proc.', vol. 16, pp. 2-6). It consists 
essentially of five collimating telescopes, with gas jets behind them, 
which illuminate objects, in the shape o£ crosses, situated at the 
principal foci. The collimators are fixed on a slate slab, carried by 
brickwork. The emergent beams of light converge to a common 
centre, and are inclined at certain known angles, The readings 
given by a sextant for the magnitude of these angles supply the 
data for determining the en'Or at varions points in its arc. 

First Flooe. 

North Hall. — Thia is an octagonal -ah aped room, surrouiided by 
^lass cupboards, most of which contain instruments no longer in nse. 
Some of these are of considerable historic interest, such as Ronalds' 
apparatns for examining atmospheric electric potential, Wheatstone's 
galvanometer, Lord Kelvin's early form of miiTor electrometer, and 
various old patterns of magnetic instruments. 

Barometer Boom. — The standnrd barometers (4) were mounted by 
Welsh, in 1855 ('Phil. Trans.' 1856. p. 507). The barometera 
are read by means of a cathetometer (5), conatructed by Mnnro. 
Their cisterns are at a height of 34 ft. above mean sea level. The 
room also contains the ordinary working standard barometer (6), 
made by Newman ; this is compared from time to time with the 
Welsh atandarda, and is used to standardise the barograph, obser- 
vations being made with it at 10 a.m., noon, 2 p.m., 4 p.m., and 
10 P.M. There are also receivers (7) and (7'), ia which ordinary 
mercury barometers and aneroid barometera respectively can be oo 
pared at low pressures. 

A standard clock (8), by Dent, is used in the tests of watches 
isommenced in 1884 ; it is electrically connected with a chronograph 
(10), which daily receives the Greenwich time signal. 

The room likewise contains a balance by Oertling, and a dividing 
engine by Perreaus, similar to that employed by Begnaalt CJRss^^ 
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Soe. Proc.,' rol. 6, pp. 176 — 188) ; the dividing engine ii 
alia for calibrating and dividing mercnry tbermometera. 

Computing Hoom. — Tbia is a large octagonal room, similar to (bfl 
North Hail, in which the greater part of the rednction of meteoio 
logical observations la effected ; it contains a standard clock ' 
Shelton (11). 

West Boom. — This contains the Thermograph (12) and Electx 
graph (13). 

The Thermograph was designed and fitted np by Bectley u 
the direction of Dr. Balfour Stewart, in 1866 (see 'Report of 1 
Meteorological Committee,' 1867). The recording part consisi 
essentiallj of a dram carrying photographic paper which is driye 
round by clockwork once in forty-eight honre. There are ■ 
thermometers, a diy bulb and a wet buib, of as nearly as poesibj 
the same pattern. Their balba are outside the bnilding but inside ■ 
screen. The stems first pass horizontally through the wall, 
then bend at I'ight angles so as to pass vertically in front of tw 
fised miiTOra. The mirroi* reflect beams of light which emanat 
from, gas jeta, and are transmitted through condensing lenses, 
mercury column of each thermometer has a small air babble 
trapped in it, and only where the bubble is can light ]mss tbronglS 
to the photographic paper. The bubble rises and falls with tbi 
mercury, and thus the photogi'aphic trace gives a continuous i 
of its height, and so indirectly measures the temperature. I 
aide the thermograph thermometers in the screen, there are ordinaT 
wet and dry bulb standard thermometers, which are read daily aCt 
10 A.M., noon, 2 p.m., 4 p.m., and 10 p.m. These r 
standardise the thermograph curves. There are also in the screeib 
ordinary maximum and minimum thermometers for 
failure of the thermograph. 

The Electrograph (13), invented by Lord Kelvin, consiats of a \ 
quadrant electrometer containing a needle to which a small n 
attached ; from this a beam of light is reflected on to photographio 



paper. 



needle is connected electrically with the Water 1 
Dropper (14). The curve obtained is intended to show variations i; 
the electric potential at the point outside the building where the jet I 
from the water-dropper breaks into drops. The curve is standardised- 1 
from time to time by means of a portable electrometer. The positioa J 
of the base line answering to lero potential is determined by direct I 
experiment daily at 11 a.m. and 4.30 p.m. 

Kesr the electrograph is the chronometer oven (15), employed for I 
testing Navy chronometers at a moderately high temperature ; the- J 
temperature is regulated by means of a Kutlberg's governor. 

TkerinometeT Room. — The Thermometer Comparing Apparatna I 
(16) was designed by Mr. F. Galton. The thermometers to be U 
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are compared with one or more staudai'da in a vertical position, 
readings being taken in the majority of instances at intervals of 10°. 
There are special arrangements for securing and maintaining a 
uniform temperature. 

Second Floor. 

New Addition to West Wing. — These rooms, built in 1892, are not 
yet much used. They contain a Hypaometer (17), of the form in use 
at the Bureau International at Sevres (see Dr. Guillaume'a ' Thermo- 
metrie de Preciaion,' p. 113), and an air pump with other apparatus 
employed in investigating the behaviour of aneroid barometers. 

Superintendent's Room. — -This contains a considerable part of the 
Library. 

First Assistant's Boom. — This room, is chiefly devoted to the mag- 
netic computing' work; it contains an apparatus for testing the shades 
of sestants (' Roy. Soc. Proc.,' vol. 35, p. 42). 

Optical Boom. — This is chiefly used for testing and marking 
binoculars, Navy telescopus and air meters ; it also contains part of 
the Library. 

The Library. — A room similar in size to the Superintendent's 
room, lined with book-cases. It contains a lar^e glycerine barometer 
(18) erected by Jordan in 1879, not now in action ('Boy. Soc. Proc.,' 
vol. 30, p. 105). 

The Roof. 

The Dame contains the photoheliograph erected in 1856 by Dr. 
Wan-en De la Rue. For some years the instrument has been used 
only for eye observations oF sun-spots. Work done with it in earlier 
years is described in the ' Phil. Trans.,' (vol. 159, pp. 1—110, and 
vol. 160, pp. 389—496). 

The Lens Boom. — This contains the self-recording apparatus (19), 
designed by Beckley ('B.A. Report,' 1858, p, 306, and ' Report of 
Met. Com.,' 1867) for tho Robinson anemometer, which is placed 
above the dome. A long rod is geared to the anemometer spindle 
by means of an endless screw. At the lower end of this rod is a 
gearing by which a amall horizontal cylinder is made to effect one 
complete revolution for every 50 miles of wind. The cylinder is 
encircled by a spiral knife-blade sliaped strip of metal, and the 
edge of this strip touches a chronograph cylinder beneath it, at one 
point only at a time. During a complete revolution of the small 
cylinder each point of the spiral strip comes in contact with the 
chronograph. The chronograph sheet being of metallic register 
paper, tbe contacts of the spiral atrip are recorded. There is a 
similar arrangement for recording the wind direction, the small 
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cylinder with ite Epiral strip making in this case a complete reroliu 
tion for a complete revolntion of the wind T&ne. 

The Lent Room, likevrise contains an app&ratae for ezamui 
phob^raphic lenses which was de^-iaed by Major L, Darwin (' ] 
Soc, Proc.,' rol. 52, pp. 403—451). 

The parapet of the roof supports two sunshine recorders. Oai 
(21) the original " Campbell" pattern, consists of a spherical 1m 
fitted in a wooden bowt, the intensity of snn light between 
snccessive solstices bein^ measured by the amount of wood chat 
(' Eoy. Soe. Proc," vol. iiS, pp. 578 — 582). The other recorder (2< 
is of the modern " Campbell -Stokes " pattern, burning a line i 
a strip of card-board, which is renewed every evening 
sunset. 

On the roof there is a stand with a camera apparatus (22). 
means of this and a similar camera, fixed at a distance of 800 j 
from the Observatory, observations were taken some years ago ( 
the height and velocity of clouds (' Roy. Soc. Proc.," vol. 49, pp, 
467^480). 



The Garden and Knci.o.'^ube. (See Plan II.) 

The Magnetic House (1) is a small wooden structure built origi 
■nally at the cost of General Sabine, once chairman of the Kew 
Commifctee. In it absolute observations of the Magnetic Declination, 
Inclination, and Horizontal Force are taken about once a week. 
The instruments are of the ordinary " Kew " pattern, the uniGlar 
being by Jones, and the dip cireia by Barrow. Observations have 
been made continuously since 1850. 

Experimental Souse (2) is a wooden building used for testing self- 
recording instruments. 

The Workshop (3), and Clinical House (4), are under one root, the 
buildiug being' substantially built of brick. The Clinical Ilonse ie 
devoted to the testing of clinical thermometers, a very large number 
of which ara eiamined every year. 

An addition (5) has recently been made to the north side of the 
Clinical House, It is fitted up with a fnme closet, resistance box, 
galvanometer, and other appliances for use in connexion with plati- 
num resistance thermometers. 

In the centre of the garden are placed the rain gauges. In the 
Beckley self-recording gaage (6) the fannel empties into a small 
cistern, floating on mercury, to which a pen is attached. As the 
cistern fills w^th water it sinks, can'ying with it the pen, which 
leaves a trace on a sheet of paper wound round a drum diiven by 
clockwork. After a fall of 02 inch of rain, the cistern dischargee 
itself by means of a siphon, and rises to its initial position (' Report 
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of Met. Committee,' 1869, p. 36, and ' B. A. Report for 1869,' Trans. 
of Sections, p. 52). The chock gauge (7) is of the ordinary Meteoro- 
logical Office pattern. 

Thfl rfiCfiivintr Borfaces of the rain gauges ai-o 21 inches above the 
surface of the gi'ound. The diameter of the Beckley gauge is 
11 inches, that of the check gauge 8 inches. 

On a Btaud (8) a little to the north of the rain gauges are so]

Eye observations of the amount of sky covered by douds, with the 
nature of the clouds and apparent directions of motion, are taken 
daily at 10 a.m., noon, 2 p.m., 4 r.M., and 10 I'.M. The scale used is 
for a perfectly clear sky, 10 for a completely clouded one. 

Surroanding the garden is grass land, fully 5 acres in extent, 
which was added to the Observatory holding leased from the Crown 
in 1894. It is enclosed within a 6-foot park paling. 

Verificaiion Work. 

This work took its origin at the middle of the present century 9 
the want then felt in England for magnetic and met^oi'ological ini 
ments of greater accuracy and truBtwortbiness than those previouH 
in nae. It rapidly expanded, and in the natural process of grow 
has come to include the examination of instruments and applia 
whose connexion with magnetism and roeteoi'ology is remote. 

Magtietic hutrwrnoits. — One of the most impoHant branches of the 
verification work is the determiuation of tbe constants of magnetic 
instruments. A considerable proportion of the magnetometei's and 
inclinometers hitherto naed in magnetic surveys have been examined 
at the Observatory. Since the conatraction of the raagnetographs, in 
1856, twenty-one Observatories have been supplied with similar 
instruments, and the majorit}' of these had been previously tried at 
Kew. 

Thermometers.— \ri 18-50 a standard thermometer, verified, it 
appears, by Regnault, was obtained from Paris, along with a dividii^ 
engine and other necessary apparatus for calibrating and examining 
thermometers. Within a few years from that date, in addition to 
verification work,* large number ut standard thermometers had been 
made. The construction of these thermometers still forms a part of 
the Observatory work, although not to such a large extent as was 
formerly tbe case. Since 1850 over 700 standard thermometers have 
been made up, of which fully 600 have been issued to other Observa- 
tories, physical investigators, and instrument makers. 

At first the thermometers verified were Intended almost exclusively 
for metooiwlogical work. Towards the middle of the decade 1860— 
1870, however, clinical tbermometera began to be verified, and in the 
course of a few years the numbei' of thermometers increased beyond 
the capabilities of the simple testing apparatus originally in use. 

To meet the esigenciea of the case an apparatus was designed by 
Mr. F. Galton, which allowed of the nearly simnltaneona comparison 
of a large number of thermometers at any specified temperature 
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between the freezing and fcoilinf points of water. This apparatus is 
still employed for ordinary meteorological instruments, a second 
euialler one of similar tjpe being now devoted almost exclusively to 
clinical thermometers. 

For tem.peratiires below the freezing point of water, down to 12° F. 
or lower, use is made of freezing mixtures; and a coiisidernb!e 
nnmber of minimum thermometers are tested annimlly at the 
freezing point of mercury, which is reached bj the aid of compressed 
carbonic acid gas. 

For temperaturoa abore the boiling poiat of water corrections are 
at pi-esent obtained by means of calibration ; bat experiments are in 
progress whinh aim at fopjacing or estanding the results so obtained 
by direct observations in molten metal, or some other suitable 
medium. 

In 1878 a hydraulic press was erected for testing deep-sea thermo- 
meters — mainly on behalf of the Admiralty — under presaurea similar 
to those they experience at great depths. In the same year the 
practice was introduced of etching a distinguishing mark — a mono- 
gram of KO — on ordinary thermometers, whose eiTora do not exceed 
certain limits. 

Barometers. — The testing of mercury barometers dates from 1853, 
and comprises the ordinary patterns used both on land and sea. 
There has been no such development of numbers here as has occurred 
in the case of thermometers; bnt, on the whole, only a slight in- 
crease. The testing of aneroid barometers was instituted considerably 
more recently, bat in this case the number tested annually has shown 
& considerable rise. 

Hydroineters.—The testing of hydrometers also dates from 1863. 
At first the examination was practically limited to hydrometers 
intended for ocean meteorology, but of Jate years there have been a 
Jarge number intended for commercial and excise purposes. 

Anemometers.— Th^se instruments are tried on a staging erected on 
the observatory roof, at such a. height as to place them on a level 
■with the standard Robinson anemometer. The recoi'ds of each in- 
'dividual anemometer are compared with those of the standard for a 
sufficient variety of wind Telocities. 

Rain Gauges. — -Ordinaiy rain ganges have the mean diameters of 
their receiving snrfaces measured, and the necessary corrections 
determined to the rainfall recorded. More complicated gauges of 
the self-recording pattern are set up in the neighbourhood of the 
standard Beckley gauge, and their records over a considerable time 
compared with those of the standard. 

Suiuhine Recorders. — -Only a small number of these instruments 
have been examined. The method of testing comprises an examina- 
tion into the proper working of the instruuvii'D.t, mvi. ^ c.cravYKe\assQ. 
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of its record with that of the standard " Catnpbeli-Slokes " inrf 

r^orfo/i>M.— Tke number of theodolites tested le alsa c 
tiTely small, thong-li it apparently tends to increase. Thesi 
meota are eiamtced for their optical qaalities and acct 
graduation . 

Sextants. — Tlie original tesiing apparatus wa8 designed by 1 
Galton in 1862, and was encceeded in 18i 

apparatns designed by Mr. T. Cooke. In 1888 the Admiralty n 
a regulation that all sextants nsed by cadets of H.M. Navy mnst | 
certificated at Kew. Sextant shades are separately examiued 1 
means of a special apparatus ali-eady atlnded to. 

Compasses. — Prior to 1890 only a small number of compasses n 
verified, and these consisted mainly of small a 
nse by travellers. Of late years a very considerable nnmber of si 
compasHcs have been eiamiued. During the present yes 
for ships' compasses has been revistd and extended, nith the B 
ance of Captain Great, F.R.S., of the Hjdrographic Department, | 
as to bring it more into line with the Admiralty test, and v 
scientific requirements of the day. 

Telescopes and Binocuiars. — The testing of navy telescopes I 
binocnlars, on behalf of the Admiralty, was undertaken ii 
a good deal of simitar work has since then been also performed ] 
instrnmeal makers and private persons. 

Leiises. — Since 1891 photographic lenses have been tested, i 
the aid of the apparatus devised by Major L. Dai 
reference has already been made. This departure has, however, n 
with somewhat limited public recognition, little over 100 1 
having been as yet sent for examination. These are included v 
the heading " Miscellaneous '' in the snbsequent table. 

Watches and Chronometers. — The rating of watches was coin 
in 1884, the system of verification following pretty closely t 
viously adopted at Geneva. Three clssses of certificates, A 
are issued — A denoting the highest gi'ade — according to the sevor 
of the test for which the watch is entered ; and an annual I 
jiublished of those watches which obtain 80 per cent, and upwai 
full maika in the competition for a class A certificate. The nn 
of watches tested annually has flnctnated considerably, a maxi 
of 1,521 having been reached in 1893. Of late years the teni 
has been to a reduction in the numbers entered for the lower cla« 
B and C, of certificates, and an increase in the number e 
class A. 

The rating of marine chi-ouo meters commenced in 1S86. Two 
classes of certificates, A and B, of which A is the higher, are granted 
to instrnments sent for the ordinaiy trials. In answer to special 
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applicationB, more prolonged trials on tlie Greenwich system have 
been cai'ried out for the Italian and Portngueee Governments. 

O'her Misaellaneone Forms.— \ii. addition to the above classes of 
inati-uraents, a considerable variety of other forms have been tested, 
amonc;Rt which may be mentioned barographs, thermographs, air 
meters, artificial hm-Wans, and rain meaanres. 

The following table (p. 150) gives particulars as to the numbers of 
the several forms of instruments wliicb have been examined at the 
Observatory since 1853. 

Experimental Work. 

In addition to esperimental work initiated by the Commiltee or 
the Meteorological Office, investigations ai'e carried oat at the 
Observatory on behalf of societies or individuals who have obtained 
the approval by the Committee of the particular research, and who 
undertake to defray the expense either from their own private 
resources or from grants voted by public bodies. 

A long list of original papers bearing on work done at Kew will 
be found in an appendix to the 'History of the Observatory,' by 
Mr. R. H. Scott [' Proc. Roy. Soc," 18S5, pp. ?7— 84 (pp. 41—48 of 
separate off-print)]. Here reference will only be made to a few of 
the researches and developments which were of special novelty at 
the time, or have since become intimately associated with the name 
of the Observatory. 

Self-recording Apparatus.- — As early aa 1843 Sir P. Ronalds, at that 
time Superintendent, seems to have had a species of self-recording 
electrometer in regular action. In 1S45 Le carried out a large num- 
ber of experiments in photography, and, within a year or two from 
that date, a barograph and an electrograph, recording photegraphi- 
cally, appear to have been in use. Id 1851 a six moatlis' trial of a 
photographic magoetogr'aph was in progress. The present £ew 
pattern magnetograph is a modification erected in 185C by Mr. Welsh, 
Sir P. Ronalds' successor. 

Balloon Ascents. — In 1852 Mr. Welsh made several balloon ascents, 
in which a large number of toeteorological observations were taken at 
different heights up to 22,000 feet (' Phil. Trans.,' 1853, p. 311). 

Sun-sput ObservatUms. — -In 1856 the photo heliograph was erected, 
and the observations of sun-spote, ttc, made with it, formed the basis 
of a number of papers by Mr. De la Rne, Professor Balfour Stewart, 
and others in the ' Phil. Trans,,' ' Proc, Roy. Soc.,' ' Phil. Mag,,' &o., 
from 1565 onwards. 

Atmospheric Electricity. — In 1861, the water-dropper invented by 
Lord Kelvin — then Professor William Thomson — came into operation, 
and in 1868 the results on Atmospheric Electricity obtained vivtb. v^ 
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were discusHed by Profeasor Everett (' Ptil. Trans.' for 1868, p. 347, 
and elsewhere). A more recent diecuassion by the late Snperinteu- 
dent, Mr. Whipple, occars in the ' B.A. Report ' for 18S1, p. 443. 

Terrestrial Afagnetism.—la 1SS9 — 71 General Sabine, the then 
Chairman of the Kew Committee, contributed to the Royal Society 
a number of papers based on the Kew magnetograph results, dealing 
inter alitt with the phenomena of magnetic etorms. 

ThermometTy. — In 1863 Professor Balfonr Stewai't, then Snperin- 
tendeat, made a large number of experiments with the air thermo- 
meter (' Phil.- Trans.,' 1863, pp. 425—435). He found for the 
mean coefficient of expansioo of air between 0° and 100° C. the value 
0'0036728, while for the freezing point of mercnry on the scale of 
the air thermometer he found — 37-93° F. or —38-85° C. 

Pendulum Observations. — -In 1865 experiments were mside by 
Captain Uasevi with pendulums, subsequently used for geodetic 
work in India, Similar experiments have since been carried oat 
on several occasions fsee General J, T. Walker in the ' Phil. Trans.' 
Series A, for 1890, p. 537). 

Variations of Temperature, §-c., with Height. — During the years 
1873-4-5 an extensive series of experiments were conducted for the 
Meteorological Office on variations of temperature and humidity with 
height above the ground. Thermometers were exposed in screens 
of the same pattern at three different heights, the highest 129 feet 
from the ground, on the ornamental pagoda in the Royal Gardens, 
Kew, the requisite permission having been obtained froni H.M. 
Office of Works and the Director of the Gardens. Throughout the 
greater part of the time readings were taken thrice daily. The 
results, and their relation to those dednced fi'om a similar research 
made by Dr. Wild at Pulkowa, were di.scnsBed by Mr. B. H. Scott 
(' Quarterly Weather Seports of the Meteorological Office,' 1876, 
App., pp. [20]-[37]). 

Anemoiietry. ^In 1874, at the suggestion of Mr. R. H. Scott, a 
series of comparisons were made of anemometers of different pat- 
terns. The principal experiments were carried out at the Crystal 
Palace by Mr. Jeffery and Mr. Whipple, the instruments being 
mounted on a steam merry-go-round. This was driven at various 
velocities up to 30 miles an houi-. The bearing of the results on the 
questions of the exiatence and magnitude of a constant " factor " for 
the Robinson cup anemometer was discussed by Professor Stokes in 
1881 (' Roy. Soc. Proc.,' vol. 32, p. 170). 

Cloud Measurements. — In 1885, after numerous preliminary experi- 
ments which originated in 1878, two cameras were erected, one on 
the Observatory roof, the other at a horizontal distance of 800 yds., 
and a series of observations begun to determine the heights Etnd 
velocities of clouds. The original observations dealt with cloiidK **. 
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^^H all altitudes, but later observations were confined to the zei 
^^H 8ome of tlie resnlta were discussed by General Strachey and 
^H Whipple in 1891 (' Roy. Soc. Proc.,' vol. 49, p. 467).

Of the experimental work done in recent years, or nc 
of execution, it would be prematare to speak at length. 

Anevoid Barometers. — Esperimenta have for some time 
directed to au elacidatioa of the elastic phenomena presented I 
aneroid barometers under varying pressures, with a view to rendet 
ing the results obtained under one definite set of conditions at t' 
Obfiervatory more Berviceable under the varied conditions ■ 
occur in nature. 

Atmoapheric Electricity. — At interrals daring the last two year 
observations have been taken of atmospheric electricity at a t 
of points near the Observatory. One of their principal objects ia b 
inTfistigate the extent to which the results may be inf 
peculiarities in the pattern of tbe recording apparatus or in thi 
circumstancea of its immediate environment (' Roy. Soc. Proc^" 
vol. 60, 1896, p. 96). 

Electrical Resistance Thermometers. — Within the last year a a 
of experiments have been commenced with electrical resistance thei 
mometers. The object ia to tost their suitability aa instrumeata o 
precision in scientific research, and also their convenience for t 
ordinary observer and manofacturer. 

For meteorologists, the suitability of resistance therm o me tei-s f 
the measurement of earth temperatures is a matter of considerabltj 
importance. To investigate this, two resistance thermometers of a 
pattern devised by Professor Callendar and Mr. E. H. Griffiths hart 
been buried neai- the Observatory, along with a delicate platinnifl 
resistance thermometer, and an elaborate comparison is being made. I 



histruction to Observers. 

There ia one other sphere of neefulnesa for the Observatory t 
which reference should be made, viz., that of a school of inatrnctioBi 
Not a few members of the staffs of other British and Colonial Obsar^ 
vatories have received preliminary iustmction at Kew ; and 1 
taking of magnetic observations hoa been studied there by a con*l 
siderable nnmbei- of officers of H.M. Navy and others intending tol 
proceed on exploratory voyages. 

The plans accompanying this description of the Observatory w 
drawn by Mr. R. 8. Whipple, son of the lat« Superintendent, n 
likewise gave valuable assistance in the compilation.

THE BOTANIC GAEDENS, CHELSEA, FORMERLY KNOWK 

AS "THE PHYSICK GARDEN." 



In Pebmary, 1721 (1722 new style) Sir Hans S!oane by a deed, 
one part of which ia in the possession of the Society, granted unto 
and to the use of tlie Society of Apothecai'iee for ever, subject to a, 
yearly rent of £5 and to certain conditions, & plot of ground 
formerly leased to that Society by Lord Cheyne, and known 
as "The Physicb Garden." The most important condition is 
" That the Garden should at all times hereafter be contdnaed as a 
Physick Garden " by the Society of Apothecaries, which shall 
yearly present to the Royal Society " fifty spnciuiena or samplea of 
distinct plants, well dryed and preserved, and which grew in the 
said Garden the same yeai-, together with their respective names or 
reputed names, and so as the specimens or samples of such plants 
be different, or specifically distinct, and no one offered twice, 
until the compleat number of two thousand plants have been 
delivered." 

The deed further provides that if these conditions be not 
fulfilled, or if the Society shall at any time convert the Garden 
into buildings for habitations or for any other uses save as a. 
Physic Garden, Sir Hans Sloane, his heirs and assigns, may 
enter and hold the premises in trast for the Royal Society, which, 
however, must pay the said rent, and in like manner deliver fifty 
plants from the Gai'dens annnally to the College of Physicians, and 
if the Royal Society fail to comply, the Gardens are to be held in 
trnst for the College of Physicians, subject to the same conditions as 
those originally imposed on the Society of Apothecai'ies. 

The deed recites that the Society of Apothecaries had "lately 
resolved upon and sett apart an annuall summe for the maintaining 
of the'Gai'den' forever," a consideration for the Grant which is 
not mentioned in the abstract of the Deed published in the ' Memoirs 
of the Botanic Garden at Chelsea,' by Mr. Henry Field and Dr. R. H. 
Semple, printed in 1878. 

The Society of Apothecaries duly presented iu each ^eM« ftSfa^ 
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distinct plants to the Royal Society up to 1762, when the tale of two- 
thousand was completed. AEtfr that year planta were etiU pre- 
sented up to 1774, when a total of 2,550 plants was attained, and 
from that date the records of the Royal Society appear to contain ao 
entry concerning the Garden until the year 1S61, when the Society 
of Apothecaries, having expressed to tho President of the Royal 
Socieiy their intention of relieving themselves of the responsibility 
of maintaining the Botanic Gardens at Chelsea, and the matter 
having been refen*ed to a Committee, the following Minute of Coun- 
cil appears in reply to an enquiry from the Society of Apothec 
as to the decision of the Council : — 

" Oct. 24, 1861. Resolved that thanks be returned to the Maater] 
and Wardens uf the Society of Apothecaries for their obliging c 
munication, and that they be informed that the President and Council 
of the Royal Society do not feel in a position to take any steps in 
the matter referred to, until they receive notice of proceedings on 
the part of the Heirs of Sir Hans Sloane consequent on the determi- 
nation of the Society of Apothecaries," 

The Garden is said to have contained three acres one i-ood ani 
thirty-five perches of ground, but this area appears to have been 
exclusive of the foreshore of the River Thames, In the ' Memoirs " 
already mentioned (p. 88) it is stated that so long ago as 170? 
directions were given tor wharfing the Garden towards the river, 
and that a similar order was made in 1728. In 1771 an embank- 
ment was made at nn expense of about £400. " This embankmenfc 
was designed only in order to recover ground which had originally 
belonged to the Garden, but had in process of time been washed. 
away by the river." 

In 1870 the Chelsea Embankment was constructed, and, as the 
' Memoirs ' slate, the Apothecaries' Society, " as tenants of the Chel- 
sea Gai-den," lost their immediate access to the river and sacrificed 
their portion of the foreshore, wbiJe a road intervened between the- 
garden and the river. As compensation, a handsome wall, railing, 
and entrance gates facing the Embankment were built by the Board 
of Works. 

It is further stated in the 'Memoirs' that a strip of reclaimed. 
land has " been thrown in with the older portion since the constmo* 
tion of the new liver-side embankment," 

In 1890 the Society had some correspondence with the Society of i 
Apothecaries on occasion of a proposal that the Gardens should be- ] 
sold for building pui-poses ; but the pi'oposal was abandoned. 
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THE LAWES AGRICULTtTBAL TRUST* 



Mr. (dow Sie) Johs' Bennet Lawes was the founder of the Both- 
amsted Experimental Station. He commenced esperimecta with 
diffei'ent raannring snbstancea, first with plants in pots, and after- 
wards in the field, soon after entering into pussession of his hereditary 
property afc Rotbamntedt in 1834. At the outset the i-esearches of 
De Sansaure on vegetation chiefly guided him. Of all the espori- 
ments so made, those in which the neutral phosphate of lime, in 
bones, bone-ash, and apatite, was rendered soluble by means of snl- 
phnric acid, and the mixture applied for root-crops, g^ave the most 
striking results. The resnlts obtained on a small scale in 1837, 1838,. 
and 1839, were such as to lead to more extensive trials in the field in 
1840 and 1841, and subsequently. 

In 1843, more systematic field experiments were commenced ; and 
a barn, which had previously been partially applied to laboratory 
purposes, became almost exclnsively devoted to agricultural investi- 
gations. The foundation of the Rofchamsted Experimental Station 
may be said to date from that time (1843), 

The Rothamsted station has from the commencement been entirely 
disconnected from any external organisation, and has been maintained 
entirely at the cost of Sir John Lawes. Within the last few yes 
he has further set apart a sum of £100,000, the Laboratory, and 
cei'tain areas of land, for the continuance of the investigatio 
after his death. In February, 1889, Trustees were appointed, and 
the necessary Trust Deed was execnted; and in accordance with 
the provisions of the Deed, a Committee of Management was soon 
afterwards appointed, and cntei-ed upon its dnties.

From June 1843, Tip to the present time, Dr. (now Sir) J. Henry 
Gilbert has beea associated witU Sir John Bennet Lawea in tlie con- 
dttct of the experiments, and haa had the directioa of the laboratory. 

In 1854-5 a new laboratory was built, by public aubsoriptio 
agricultnrista, and waB presented to Sir John Lawea in July 1855, ,fl 
from whieh date the old barn- laboratory wan abandoned, tmd the b 
-one has been occupied. 

The staff usually consists of one to three chemists, two or three 
general aSHiatants, two to four computers and record -keepers, a 
laboratory roan and other helps. A botanical oasistant has also occa- 
sionally been employed, with from three to six boys under him. 

The field experiments, and occasionally feeding esperimeats, also 
employ a considei-able but a very variable number of agricultural 
labourora. 

There is now a collection of more tban 40,000 bottles of samples 
of experimentally grown vegetable produce, of animal products, of 
ashes, or of hoiIe, besides some thousands of samples not in bottles ; 
and, the Laboratory having become very incotiveniently full, a new 
detached building — a " Sample House " — was erected in the autumn 
of 1888, comprising two large rooms for the storing of specimens, 
and for some processes of preparation, and also a drying room. 

The investigations m.ay be classed under two heads : — 

I. — Field Eepentnents, Experiments on Vegetation, ^e. 
The general scope and plan of the field experiments has been to 
grow some of the most important crops of rotation, each separately, 
yeai' after year, for niany years in auccesfiion on the same land, with- 
out manure, with farmyard manure, and with a great variety of 
chemical manures; the saBio desci'iption of manure being, aa a rule, 
applied year after year on the same plot. Experiments on an actual 
coarse of rotation, without manure, and fvitb different manures, hare 
also been made. 

II. — ExperimentB on Animals, ^-c. 
Experiments with the animals of the farm were commenced early 
in 1847, find have been continued, at intervals, nearly up to the pre- 
sent time. 

■ Vice CharlBB Whitehead, Ssq., raaigned in 1896. 
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The following points have been inTestigated :— 

1. The amount of food, and of its several constituents, < 
in relation to a given live-weight of animal within a given time. 

2. The amount of food, and of its several constitnents, consumed 
to prodnce a given amount of increase in live- weight. 

3. The proportion, and relative development, of the different organs- 
or parts of different animals. 

4. The proximate and nltimate composition of the animals in 
different conditions as to age and fatoess, and the probable composi- 
tion of their increase in live-weight during the fattening process. 

5. The composition of the solid and liqnid escrata, (the manure) in 
relation to that oC the food consumed. 

6. The loss or expenditKre o£ constituents by respiration and the 
cutaneous exhalations — that is, in the mere sustenance of the living 
m eat- an d- man nre- making machine. 

7. The yield of milk in relation to the food consumed to produce- 
it ; and the influence of different descriptions of food, on the quanlity, 
and on the composition, of the milk. 

On July 29, 1893, the jubilee of the Rothamsted experiments was. 
celebrated at a meeting held at Harpendcn and presided over by the 
President of the Board of Agi'iculture. A granite boulder, with a 
suitable inscription, was erected in front of the laboratory, a portrait 
of Sir John Lawes, painted by Mr. Hubert Horkoraer, waa presented 
to him, and framed and illuminated addresses of congratulation, 
signed by the Prince of Wales on behalf of the subscribers to the 
fund, were presented to Sir John Lawes and Dr. Gilbert. A piece of 
plate waa also presented to Dr. Gilbert, upon whom her Majesty the 
Queen subsequently conferred the honour of knighthood, Addresses- 
from a number of scientific and agricultural societies, both English 
and foreign, were presented. The subscribers to the Jubilee Fund 
included societies and individuals in the United Kingdom, Austral- 
asia, Canada. India, Mauritius, Austria, China, Denmark, Frauce, 
Germany, Italy, Russia, Switzerland, and the United States of 
America.

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HISTORY OF THE GOVERNMENT GRANT FOR 
SCIENTIFIC INVESTIGATIONS, 



For the origin oF the annual Parliamentary Grant for "scientiEo I 
investigations," it is necessary to go baok to tlie year 1849. 
November 16 of that year, a letter aildreased confidentially by Lord ' 
John Rttssell to the late Earl of Rosse was read to the Council, 
together with the draft of Lord Rosse's reply, and on December 20 
■ft Committee, consisting of the Lord Chief Barou, Professor Owen, 
Sir Roderick Murchison, Dr. Miller, and flie officers, was appointed 
"to consider and report to the Council respecting the application of 
the proposed Gi-ant by Her Majesty's Government for the promotion 
■of scientific inqniries." This Comniittee presented their Report to 
the Council on March 7, 1850, recommending that — 

" First., and chiefly, the Grant be awarded in aid of private 

individual scientific investigation. 
" Secondly, in aid of the calculation and scientific reduction, of \ 

masses of accumnlated observations. 
"Thirdly, in aid of astronomical, meteorological, and other obeer- 

vationa, whichmay be afisiated by the purchase and employment I 

of new instruments. 
" Fourthly, and subordinately to the pnrpoaes above named, in aid I 

of such other scientific objects as may, from time t-o time, I 

appear to be of sufficient interest, altiough not coming under \ 

any of the foregoing heads." 

The Report, from which the foregoing is quoted, was adopted and a \ 
" Committee of Recommendations " appointed. 

The Knm granted by the Government and administered by that ] 
■Committee was £1000. On January 6, 1851, Lord John Rufcaell 
wrote to the President informing him that he should " set apa 
thouaaud pounds, from the fund for Special Service, to be applied by I 
the Council of the Royal Society in the same manner as the Grant 
made for scientific purposes last year." The same sum waa granted. ' 
in 1852, 1853, and 1 854, but, upon the President applying in 1855, 
"for the annual Grantof £1000," he was informed by a letter from 
H.M. Trefcsnry that these Grants were Bpeciai, and that the limited 
amonnt of the fund from which they had been made would not admit 
of " an annaal Grant to the Royal Society," but it was suggested 
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"that a Pai'liamentary vote for the amoant of the Grant might be 
taken. 

In their reply the Council, while accepting the latter suggestion 
■emphaaised the fact that tbe Government Grant was not "a grant to 
the Royal Society," bnt " a conlribntion on the part of the nation 
■towards the promotion of science generally in the United Kingdom," 
und that the Council regarded themselves " as Trustees of the 
Grant, and acconntable to the public for its due administration as 
long as it should bo continaed." 

Finm that time to the year 1881 the sum of £1000 was annually 
voted by Parliament foi' the promotion of science in the United 
Kingdom, and was administered by the Council of the Society upon 
the advice of a Committee consisting' of the Members of the Council, 
twenty-one FellowR, not members of the Council, and the Presidents 
of the Chemical, Geological, Linnoan, and Royal Astronomical 
Societies {Council Minutes, Jan. 27, 1859). This Committee was at 
first appointed triennially, but after 1862 annnally. 

II. " Government Fumd" ok £4000 i Ybab and "Government 
GiuHT " OF £1000 A Teae. 

In July, 1856, the attention of the Council was called to a motion 
which had been made in the Honse of Commons for the appointment 
of a Committee to consider the questioj;, whether any measures conid 
be adopted by the Government or Parliament that would improve 
the position of science or its cultivators in this country, and it was 
agreed that as the appointment of the Committee had been deferred 
until the next Session of Parliament with a view of permitting the 
question to be meanwhile maturely considered by scientifia men, it 
was expedient that the subject sliould receive the early attention of 
the Council. 

The Government Grant Committee were, therefore, requested to 
draw up a Report containing such suggestions as might occur to them, 
and present it to the Council after the recess. 

This Report was presented on Jannary 15, 1857, and contained 
nnmerons suggeatious; one of which was "That the sum placed at 
the disposal of the Royal Society for the advancement of science be 
rily limited to the annnal Grant of £1000, when on any 
1 special reasons may be signed for an additional sum." No 
such increase of the Grant was made, however, until nearly 20 years 
later, when (on April 29, 1876) a letter was received from the Lord 
President of the Council proposing "that further aid shonld bfl 
given to reseai'ch by according' permission to the Government Grant 
Committee to recommend in certain cases the payment of personal 
allowances to gentlemen daring the time they are engaged ia. tbsnx 
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iuTestigatiotifl ; that a sam of £5,000, including the above-TaetitioiiM 
£1000, fihoald bo takon annually ; that the Royal Society should \ 
invited to aid Hei- Majesty's Government with their advic 
asBiatauco in its appropriation and expenditure, and aa to the bi 
be gi-aoted in each case, K'porting aiinnally to the Lords 
Committee of Council on Education on the pfogress made and t 
desirability or non- desirability of renewing the Grant ; and that this 
experiment aliooid be tried for five years." The Lord President 
further proposed that "the administration and expenditure of tbe 
Grant, and account.ability For it, should be vested in the Science andi| 
Art Department, that all instruments porchaaed for investigatioi 
should he left in its charge when no longer required," and that theu 
presidents of certain Boeletiea "should be ex-o^clo members of th»j 
Government Grant Committee." 

After Bome correspondence, it was finally agreed that the Grant oQ 
£1000 should i-emain as befoi-e, and that a vote of £4000 should t 
taken on the conditions espreBsed in the Lord President's letter. 

For five years theso two Grauts ran concurrently, the Grant t 
£1000 being known as " The Government Grant," and the Grant o 
£4000 as " The Government Fund." 

Fonr Snb-Committees were appointed to consider applications a 
report upon them to the General Committee, namely : — 

A. Mathematics, Physics, and istronomy. 

B. Biology. 

C. Chemistry. 

D. General Purposes. 
The General Committee, which was now called the Government Fnnffl 

Committee, was constituted in the same way as before, with the addij 
tion of sereral more ex-offieio members, the Presidents of the followinj 
Societies now forming the ex-offi,eio list r — The Royal Society of Edin- ■ 
bnrgh, Royal Irish Academy, Royal Astronomical Society, Mathe-1 
matical Society, Chemical Society, Linnean Society, Zoological 
Society, Geological Society, Physical Society, Institution of Civil 
Engineers, Institnte of Mechanical Engineers, General Council of 
Medical Education, Roytil College of Physicians, Royal ( 
Surgeons, and British Association. It was further agreed on Novem-.j 
ber 30, 1877, that the Royal Society of Edinburgh and the Royar| 
Irish Academy should each send an additional representative beside* 
the President. The Committee, thus constituted, reported to the.l 
Council, with whom lay the final decision upon the recommendations. \ 

On January 11, 1877, the Council I'eceived and adopted a cod»i 
of Regulations which had been drawn up by Sub-Committee 
these the Council, on their own initiative, added the farther Rule : 
" That no pi-opoaition or application involving a Grant to an ezistinj 
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Membei- of the Cominittee be entertained." At the next meeting' it 
waa repoi'ted that two Members of the Government Fund Committee 
had reaigned their Ketita, as thoy intended to make a ppli cation b ; and 
that as one of them waa an e.x-offido Member, the Edncation Depart- 
ment had been couaulted an to the manner in which the Lords of the 
Committee of Council on Edncation would wish the place of a 
Member ex officio who resigned to be supplied. 

The Secretary of tlie Department, in reply, while indicating the 
way in which this should be done, stated that their Lordships 
trusted that this self-denying ordinance had not been adopted ander 
liny misapprehension of their own views or wishes. "They desire, it 
may be clearly understood, that they had no wish to impose anch a 
rule as that stated in your letter. On the contraiy — while fully 
appreciating the motives which probably iuduced the Royal Society 
to impose it — they cannot but express the regret which they would 
feel if it should lead to the loss of the services of some of the most 
active and distingnished men of science in aid of the distribution of 
a Grant which, being of a new and tentative character, peculiarlj 
requires the support of those in whose jndgment and knowledge the 
(ionntry wonld place the gi-eatest reliance." The rule in qnesbion 
was not, however, at that time reversed. 

The assignmenta i-ecomraended wei* each year submitted to the 
Science and Art Department for approval, and the question of the 
nature of the vouchers to be rendered having been raised, it was 
decided that " the receipt of the gentlemen to whom the payments 
are made will be accepted as a sufficient voncher, without receiptfl 
for all the details of the expenditure." 

In the following year (1878) a difficulty began to be experienced 
by the Department in ascertaining when the investigations were 
completed, and when the instruments used in the investigations 
nhould be called in, and a letter was addressed to the Royal Society 
upon the subject, A circular was in consequence drawn up by the 
Society, i-equesting a.11 who had received Grauta to give account 
of their instruments, and the information thus obtained waa com- 
municated to the Department. The process of obtaining full and 
accurate account of instmments, and the question of when to call 
them in, have always been matters of some difficulty, which of late 
have been somewhat more successfully met by an annual return, 
which every grantee is required to make, and the information thus 
obtained is embodied in a Schedule of Instruments which was com-

aaking for a Report npon the results dF the experiment. A " Keport fl 
by the Preeiileat and Council " was aceordingly drawn np, in whictv.l 
after reciting the constitution and Regulations of the Fund, tbe^l 
oiflhcd a table of the five yeiu-H' GrutitB, nith the following totalcV 
for the whole period : —

The report suggests that if unused balances, instead of revertlnjf 
to the Treasury, "could be reserved and kept in band, provisi 
night be made for eome larger purposes than thase to which t 
Fand has hitherto been devoted;" and with respect to pentonaJ 
grants, while it di>eB not suggest tliat these should be entirely discon*] 
tinned, it does not recommend " the present method of admin is teriiifrf 
them." Some correspondenoe between ttie Treasury, the CommittM 
of Council on Edncation, and the Royal Society ensued, and it wan 
finally agreed (March, 1882), (1) that the GrHUt. of £loOO. wbio 
bad hitherto been provided under the Vote for Learned Socie 
ahonld be discontinued ; (2) that the £4000 which had for tbi 
previous five ytara been provided under the Vote for the Science a 
Art Department should be replaced bj a like sura "as a Grant ii 
aid of the Royal Society ; " (3) that this Grant ahonld be mansgedf 
by a reconstituted Ooverament Grant Committee, and slTOold faea 
"primarily a|iplicable to non personal paymenis," but that the Com-| 
raittee should be "at liberty to recomn md occasional personal pa 
menls from it, which, hviwever, would only be made with the ezpie 
sanction of the Treasury, obtained in every case ; " (4) that aeoouri 
and vouchers of the expenditure should be I'cndered as m the ca 
of the Grant for Meteorological purposes, the money being iRBaedl 
by the Treasury "only upon eatisfacb iry evidence that previfa 
grants had been spent to a sufficient estent, and tiiat no exeeBRtm^ 
balance was being accumulated over a series of years." 

In the correspondence couceiniiift derails which followed tbi#l 
general arranRement the Council again insisted, as they had done ^ 
1855, that the Grant was not a Grant to ibe R -ysl Society, but b 
Science. " With regard lo the title under which the Vote i 
posed to be made," wrote the President, " iuasmnch as the Sooist] 
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derives no [>ecumarj benefit from the Gi'ftnt, bat in administering it 
undertakes an onerons and difficnit task, the President and Canncil 
■would be glad if the terms could be so modified as to prevent amy 
misapprelienaion with regard to this point on the part of the pablic." 
Tiie Secretaiy of the Treasury, in his reply, called attention to the 
fact that "a Grant in aid means a Grant of which the detailed 
expenditure is not subject to the same detailed appropriation as the 
expenditure of an ordinary Grant," and that this was "the reason 
for naing the expi^easion here."' Ultimately, in a Treasury Letter 
*lated April 8, 18S2. it was agreed t,hat the estimate should be 
submitted to Parliament in the following terms: — 

" A. Royal Society. 

Grant for Scientific Investigations nndertaken with thf 
sanction of a Committee appointed for the purpose." 

The question of detailed vouchers was authoritatively settled by 
the ahove-qnoted letter, dated March 24, 1882, a decision which was 
confirmed by a letter dated May 7, 1885. 

The constitution of the Government Grant General Committee 
nnder the new soheme waa identical witli that of the Governmeul 
Fond Committee which it sapei-Heded, but the Sab- Commit teeR under 
this soheme were :— 

A. MathematicK, PhysicK. and Astronomy. 

B. Biology and Geology. 

C. Chemistry and Mineralogy. 

D. For the revision of Personal Granla, recommended by 

the other Sub-Committees. 

The Code of Kegulations adopted at this time was amended and 
consolidated on December 6, 1S83; and in Januai-y, 1887, Sub- 
Committees A and C were combined into one Sub-Committee, called 
■' A^C." 

In 1888 the Kegulations were again under consideration, and on 
July 5 of that year a code, which is in the main the same as that 
now in force (see ' Tear- book'), was adopted, and communicated to 
Her Majesty'a Treasury, by whom it was approved. 

In the letter accompanying this code, the Secretai'y drew the 
attention of My Ijords to the fact that, whereas in 188!^ their 
Lordships had laid it down that ■' no excessive balance was to be 
accumulated over a series of years," the Secretary of the Treasury 
had in 1885 stated, in answer to an appeal for a Grant in aid of 
observing the Solar Bctipse of 188fi, that ■' My Lords desire to keep 
Ktate aid to scientific investigations as much as possible within the 
limits of the £4000 per annujs annually placed by Parliament at the 
^-litiposal of the Government Grant Committee of tha Sss^si^iCi^^^" 

» 1. 
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The Secretary explained thnt it was in conBequouce of the desire ihui 
expressed by their Lordships that it was now pi-oposed to establisti fvS 
Eloaerre .fmiii, not at any timi; to exceed £2000. The Secretary i 
fnrther drew attention to the Hubstitation of several relatively small 
Boards for the previoos large Snb-Commitlees ; to the rule admitting 
extended Grants; to the epeuial precautions under which persom^ 
Grants wotild be made, and which their Lordsbips would probably _ 
consider obviated the necessity of submitting each Grant for tbeir- 
Lordships' approval; and to the additions to the ex-officio list. 

In 1894 the Connoil at the instance of the General Committee 
asked Her Majesty's TreaHnry tu increase the amount of the Orant^fl 
bnt without snccesR. 

Some few amendments have been made in the Rcgalations a 
1888. In March, 1894, InstrnctionB for the Government Grant I 
Boards were drawn np, and in Fobraary, 1895, Instructions for a J 
Committee appointed for the purpose of administering a Grant.] 
These will all be found in the ' Tear-book.' 
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The current publications of the Society are three:— the 'Philo-4 
Hophical Transactions' {4to), the 'Proceedings' (8yo), and the'a 
' Catalogue of Scientific Papers ' (4to), to which must be added thS'l 
' List of Fellows' t4to), and 'The Year- Book of the Royal Society *i 
(8vo), the first number of which for the spssion 1896-7 has I 
recently published. Besides these serials, monographs are occasion-^ 
ally issued by the Society, such as the ' Observations of the Inter- ] 
national Polar Bxpeditions, 1882-il- -Fort Bae,' published in 1 
' The Eruption of Krakatoa. and Subsequent Phenomena,' edited byl 
G. J. Symons, F.R.S., Ac, published iu 1888 ; and ' A Monogi-oph of^ 
the Homy Sponges,' by Dr. "R. von Lendenfeld, published in 18f

Some account of the origin of the ' Philosophical Transactions ' hafc 
already been given in the introductoiy sketch of the " Poandation 
and Eai'ly History of the Society " (p. 11). The original form was a 
small quarto with the title ' Philosophical Ti^ansactions : giving some- 
Accompt of the present Undertakings, Studies, and Labours of the 
Ingenious in many considerable parte of the world.' In 1792 n 
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lurgei* quai'tu was introdnced, B;nd haR been continued down to 
the present time. Prom. 1887 tlie ' Transactions' have been divided 
into two aeries : Series A, containing Papere of a Mathematical 
or Physical chai-acter ; and Series B, containing Papers of a 
Biological character. The papers which they comprise have also 
since 1875 been published in separate form. The voluraea for 1817, 
181S, 1620-22, are oat of print ; with these exceptions all the 
volnmes since 180(J may still be obtained at prices which are 
advertised each year on the wi-apper of the ' List of Fellows.' When 
the ' Transactions ' in stock exceed 100, those preceding the last five 
years may be purchased by Fellows at one-third of the advertised 
price. 

The ' Pkoceepings of thk Royal Society.' 

At a meeting of Conncil on May 10, 1832, it was " Resolved — That 
the printing of the Abstracts of snch papers as have been printed in 
the 'Philosophical Transactions' from the year 1800 inclnsive be 
proceeded ia ; and that the Treasurer and Secretoj-ies be requested to 
superintend the printing of the Abstracts," The first volume of 
these Abstmcts, comprising the years 1800 to 1814, was published 
the same year, and the Abstracts for the years 1815 to 1830 in the 
year following. 

Up to this point the series presents merely a collection of abstracts, 
arranged in the oi-der of the full papers as they had been issued in 
the ' Philosophical Ti'anaactiona ; ' but with the third volume a new 
order was adopted, the Abstracts being arij'anged under meetings and 
following the order in which the papers were read, and each meeting 
being headed by a brief account of the business which preceded the 
reading of the papers. The "short" title, in fact, becomes from this 
time onwards ' Proceedings of the Royal Society,' bat the title page 
still stands, ' Abstracts of the Papers printed in the Philosophical 
Ti'ansactions,' a description which is not strictly accurate since, even 
HO early in the aeries as the third volume, many Abstracts wei*e pub- 
lished of papers which never appeared in the ' Philosophical Trans- 
actions.' 

With the seventh volume (1854-55), a still further change began. 
Many papers were published in fnll in this and the subHequent 
volumes which were not published in the ' Philosopical Transactions ' 
at all. These papers were for many years only the briefer or less im- 
portant commnnications, the more bulky or more valuable papers being 
reservcdfor the quarto form. In time even this distinction became 
luss marked, some papers of great importance appearing only in the 
■ Proceedings.' In this connection, it may be noted that the Statute 
( ( 'hap. Ill, § 5), which stands in the edition of 1871 and previous edi- 
lions, privileging ''All who have become Fellowa oil'aft^i'acvs^^j^^gs 
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Deoembei- the lltb. 1834. and wlio liare contribntod a paper, wbicfi 
has been printed in Ihe: ' Phitiisophicat Trantaetiona ' " to compoonii 
for their annual contribntionB for the sum of Forty Pounds, inntead . 
of Sixty Pounds, diaappears in the next edition ; and in the yeftrJ 
1887 a further remnant of the distinction disappears by the remoralV 
from the List of Fellows of the marginal letter P, which bad hitherto! 
been platiod againnt the names of those FellowH who had contribiltc 
a paper to the ' Philosophical Transaotions.' 

At the present time the ' Proceedings of the Koyal Society ' 
reached the sixtieth volame. All the volumes are still in print exoepH 
vols. 7, 9, 10, 14, and 15, and are sold at a nniform price of 2tff.l 
per volume, no reduction being made to the Fellows of the Society. 

Cataloude of Scientific Pai-ers." 

The Royal Society's ' Catalogue of Scientific I'apera,' 
ont-como of a movement which dates back nearly forty years. At th^] 
Glasgow meeting of the British Association which wtm held in ISaSJ 
a communication from Professor Homy, of Washington, was readj 
" containing a proposal for the publication of [a catalogue of] philu- 
sophical memoirs scattered throughout the Transactions of Societiail 
in Earopo and America, with the offer of co-operation on the part oil 
the Smithsonian Institute.'' This proposal was referred to a Gont^i 
mittee consiuting of Mr. Caylcy, Mr. Grant, and Professor (now Sin 
George Gabriel) Stokes ; and their report was presented next year «' 
the Cheltenham meeting of the Association. The scheme set forth ittS 
this repoi't was that of a catalogue embracing only the mathematioali 
and physical sciences, but comprising a subject catalogue as well a 
a catalogue according to the names of authors. There i 
paid editors, " familiar with the sereral great branches reapectiveljj 
of the sciences to which the catalogue relates," and the work v 
include, besides Transactions and Proceedings of Societies, joumiiU,! 
ephemerides, volumes of observations, and "other collections i 
coming under any of the preceding heads." 

In this form the scheme caroe came before the Royal Society iat>l 
March, 1857, General Sabine having I'cquested, on the part of thsV 
British Association, the co-operation of the Society in the andepi 
taking. The scheme, after discussion, was narrowed to a manuscripts 
catalogue, the question of printing being deferred ; it was to be ■ 
catalogue of periodical works in the Royal Society's library onlyJ 
the Biiggeeted American eo-opei-ation, moreovei-, wun dispensed nitla,9 
and the work undertaken at the Society's own charge. In one ii 
lM>Ftant respect, however, the scheme was greatly widened, for tbi 
idea of confining the catalogue to the mathematical and physio&ll 
' Beprioted in put from ' Nsture,' toL 45, p. 388. 
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sciences, which had been put forward in the report to the British 
AsHociation, was abandoned, and it was decided " that all the sciences 
shonid be comprehended." The tentative rt'strictione were, of oonree, 
finally relaxed. It was resolved to extend the iiidesing to works in 
otbei' libraries not contained in the library of the Royal Society ; anil 
in 1864, when the question of printing had to be determined, it was 
decided to offer the Oatalogne to GoTernment for publication. 

The coat to the Society of compiling the material for the first 
series of the Catalogue was considerable, and many of the ITellows 
had spent no small amount of time, not only in superintending^ 
the progress of the work at home, but in corresponding with 
Academies abroad, with the view of making the list of aerials 
to be catalogued as complete as might be. It was therefore 
with some reason that the Lords of the Treasury, in reaoWing to 
print the Catalogue nt the pablic expense, stated that they had 
(■egard " to the impoi-tance of tbe work, with reference to the promo- 
tion of scientific knowledge generaliy, to the high authority of the 
source fi-om which it comes, and to the labour gratuitously given by 
members of the Rojal Society for its production." The printing of 
this first series of the Catalogue covering the scientific serials from 
the year 1800 to iH&.i, was commenced by the Stationery Office in 
1866, seven Fellows ot the Royal Society undertaking to read the 
proof-sheets gi'atuitonsly. Tbe sixth and last volume of the series, 
completing the alphabet, was issued in 18'^. 

Aq addiiional decade of serials, embracing the ye^vre 1864-73, 
containing about 99,000 titles, and filling two additional qnarto 
volames (vols. 7 and 8), was completed in January 1876, and pub- 
lished by Her Majesty's Stationery Office in 1879. Bnt when the 
next decade neared completion it was found, that, even keeping 
the CatalogDC on the old lines, and making no considerable addition 
to the namber of serials catalogued, ten yeai's of memoirs, which 
formerly filled two volumes, would now fill three; and an additional 
difficulty arose from the fact that the Treasury now informed the 
Society that the '" ' Catalogue of Scientific Papers ' would not be 
continued as a publication of the Stationery Office." Parliament 
voted, however, a gift towards the charges of publication, and a 
portion of this gift, .supplemented by the Royal Society's own funds, 
was devoted to tbe issue of vol. 9, which the Cambridge University 
Press, aided by a subsidy fnom the Society, pablished in 1891. The 
qnestion how to meet the expense of future volumes was, however, 
still an unsolved problem unlil in December, 1S92, Dr. Ludwig Mond 
made the Society the handsome donation of £2000 to assist in 
carrying on tlie Catalogue and Index. Partly by aid of this gift, 
vol. 10 was published in 189'!, and vol. II, completing tbe deoftde 
1874—83, last vear. 
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In addition to the foregoing', the President and Canncil hare 
determintid to issue a Bnpplementary volume, in which will be 
oatalognod all the most important papei's timt have appeared from 
1800 to 1883 in periodicals not hitherto indexed, and the copy for 
this volume is now in an advanced stage of preparation. The work 
for the decade 1883-94 has also made some progress. 

The question of a Subject Catalogne has been often ooosideraclt 
and the Society have actually on foot a Subject Index to the existing 
Catalogue. The preliminary preparation of the copy, involving the 
reduction of all the titles to one language, is now far advanced, and 
the scheme of classification is under consideration. A portion of Dr. 
Ladwig Mond's gift, which has been mentioned above, ts devoted to 
this branch of the work, and in June, 1894, he aiipptementcd this 
important aid by the still moi'e munificent promise to oontribote 
one-half of the total eipenditni'e upon the Index in excess of that 
portion of bis former gift already devoted to this purpose, provided 
the Society or others are willing to contribute tbo remainder of such 
sum (see p. 120). By this means the Index to the Catalogs will 
doubtless in doc time become an accomplished fact, and thus the 
whole aeiies from 1800 to 1883, under Authors and Subjects, be oom- 
pleted. And the Society looks fonvard to being able to continue the 
whole work up to the year 1900, at which date it is to be hoped that 
an international oi^anization, the consideration of which 
subject of an international conference held at the instance of the 
Royal Society in July of last year, may take it up. 
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THE LIBRARY. 



On the 2ud January, 1666-7, Mr. Henry Howard (afterwards' 
sixth Dnke of Norfolk) presented the Eoyal Society with "the 
Library of Arundel House, to dispose thereof as their property, 
desiring only that in case the Society should come to faile, it might 
return to Arundel House ; and that this inscription, Ex d&>M Henrici 
Howard Norfotcienns, might be pnt upou every book given them." 
" The Society," it ia added, " received this noble donation with all 
tliankfullnesse, and ordered that Mr. Howard should be registered 
as a beuefactor." This gift may be regarded as the nucleus of the 
Society's Library. 

A considerable part of the Arundel Library came originally from 
^^e collection of Matthias Corvinus, King of Hungary, a portion 
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which, after his death, passed into the possesaion of the celebrated 
Bilibald Pirckheimer, of Nareinbei^, who died in 1530. This portion 
wa:S parchased by Howai-d'n gi'ftnci father, Thomas, Earl of Arandel, 
during his embaasy at Vienna ; and it consisted of a great number of 
printed books and many rare and valuable mannacripta.* It may be 
mentioned that several of the books, which are still in the Society's 
poBsei^sion, contain Bilibald Pirckheimer 'a book-plate, designed by 
Albrecht Diirer. 

An entry in the Counoil Mioates of May 18, 1681, shows that the 
Arundel Library was at that time kept separate from the other books, 
and it probably remained so for many years. The volumes were 
afterwards, however, distributed according to subjects, and in process 
of time many were disposed of. Sales of books wei'e made in 1713, 
17-liO, and at snbsequeat dates. On June 20, 1872, the Council, on 
the i-ecommendation of the Library Committee, resolved " to dispose 
of Huperttuons books from the collection of works on ' Miscellaneous 
Literature," and these probably included many 'Arundel books.' 
The most valuable of the printed books of purely literary interest 
i-etained by the Society were in 1883 collected together, under the 
superintendence of the Treaanrer, Sir John Evans, in a case made 
for the purpose. They include a copy of Caxton's Chaucer, and two 
volumes, printed on vellum, by Fast and Schceffer, named the ' Liber 
SextuB IJecretalinm cum glossis' (a.d. 1465), and Cicero's ' OBScia 
ut Paindoxa ' (a.d. 1466) ; a very perfect example of Albrecht 
IJiirer's ' Histovia MariK, Paasio Domini, et Apocalipsis,' in one 
volnme (a.d. 1511) ; a copy of the ' Nni-emburg Cliromcle ' ; a very 
fine copy of ' Eoclidia Elementa,' Editio Princepa (Venetiia. 
Ratdolt, 1182) with illnminated initials; a. number of Editionea 
Priucipes of the Latin Classics, including many Aldines, a large col- 
lection of Lnlher'a and of scarce Keformatiou tracts, and many othei' 
works of litei'ary or typographical interest. 

The bulk of the Arundel Manuscripts was sold to the Trustees 
of the British Masenm in 1830 for the sum of £3.559, the proceeds 
being devoted to the purchase of scientific books ; these Manuscripts 
are still kept in the British Mnseum as a separate collection. A 
catalogue of all the manuscripts and printed books originally given 
to the Society by Henry Howai-d of Norfolk waa printed in 1681, and 
a copy of the same ia in the Society's Library. 

The scientific books in the Library probably number abont 60,000 
volumes. In the pnruhaso of hooka, special attention has for many 
years past been paid to scientific aerials; and the collection of Jonmals 
and of tile Transactions of Scientific Societies is now a very large 
one. The Council annually votes a snm of £400 for the pnrchaee 
and binding of booka.

The Regulations for the nae of the Library are contained in 
Statntes, Chap. XIV, §§ 7—11 (see ' Tear-book ') ; but the Council 
have under consideration the issue of more detailed Standing Orders. 
The books lent out ai-e called in by order of Council usually once a 
year, at the beguming of the Long Vacation ; and, during the month 
of August, no book is allowed to leave the house, thongh the Library 
is kept open for purposes of reference. 

Besides the printed books, the Library contains a rich collection of 
scientiGc correspondence, official records, and other mannscripte, 
including the original MS., with Newton's autograph corrections, 
from which the first edition of the 'Principia' was printed; the 
celebrated MS. volume of the ' Commerciura Epistolicum,' relating 
to the Leibnitz -Newton conti'ovei'sy on the priority of the invention 
of flaxions ; the MS. of John Aubrey's ' Memoii-es of Naturall 
Bemarquea in the County of Wilts,' written in 1085 ; a collection of 
over 300 letters by Leeuwenhoek ; a collection of letters and manu- 
scripts by Malpighi; a collection of letters by Henry Oldenburgh 
and Dr. J. Beale written to Robert Boyle; Henry Oldenbnrgh's 
commonplace book containing di'afts of his lettei-a to Milton and 
to Robert Boyle ; the autograph MS. of Wallia's ' Treatise on 
Logic,' published in the folio edition of his works ; a large album 
iwntaining original letters, portraits, and other memorialB of Joseph 
Priestley, collected by James Yates, &c. Many oE the manuscripts 
and most of the MS. letters are given in the ' Catalogue of Miscel- 
laneous Manuscripts,' compiled by the late J. O. Halliwell-Phillipps, 
P.R.S., in 1840, which is on sale (price 2a.). Among the series 
not there catalogued are 'The Boyle Papers,' bound in fifty- 
three volumes, the 'Letter Books,' containing copies of the early 
scientific con'espondence from the foundation of the Society to 
the end of the 17th century, the 'Register Book' of the Royal 
Society, containing copies of scientific memoii's communicated to the 
Society from 1G61 to 1738, in twenty-one volumes; the 'Journal 
Book,' containing minutes of the Society's meeting.'! from IfiGO to the 
present time ; the ' Council Minutes ' from tbe fonodation of tbo 
Society ; and a series of guard-books, containing the original MSS. 
of early memoirs communicated to the Society, arranged under sub- 
jects. The MSS, of the ' Philosophical Ti-ansactions ' and ' Proceed- 
ings,' and the papers read before the Society but not published, 
are bound into volumes and preserved for reference, as, also, are the 
" Certihcalea of Candidature," in which the qualifications of candi- 
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dates are stated, and in whicli the aifpiatnpea of anpportera are 
attached. 

All the above-mentioned M8S., and others not here specified, ai'e 
open to the inspection of Fellows, bnt the loan of them is excloaively 
vested in the Conncil.
